REFUTES ARGUMENTS OF HIS CRITICS. 


Denies That He Disobeyed Orders, and 
Shows That Important Information 
Was Withheld From Him. 


CAPT. CLARK ALSO ON THE STAND 


Washington, Oct. 24.—Rear Admiral 
Schley to-day took the stand In hls 
own behalf at the Court of Inquiry 
which Is investigating hls conduct as 
Commander-in-chief of the flying 
squadron during the Santiago cam¬ 
paign. He was summoned a few min¬ 
utes after the court convened at 2 
o'clock for the afternoon session, and 
when the court adjourned at 4 o’clock 
he apparently had only gotten well un¬ 
der way In hls testimony. 

Capt. Charles E. Clark, of the Ore¬ 
gon, had Just concluded hla statement 
w'hen Mr. Raynor, rising from hls seat, 
said:

Plan of Campaign. 


Admiral Schley immediately plunged 
Into the campaign by outlining at this 
point the plan which he had indicated 
to hls commanding officers before leav¬ 
ing Hampton Roads, saying; 

During this time I explained to all tho 
commanding officers that as it would be I 
lmpo«*U>U* to contrive a plan of battle 
that would mcert unforeseen contingencies, I 
the general plan of th- squadron would 
bo to cruise in line of bottle, and Us gen¬ 
eral principle would be to at tack the head 


I went on board to j>ay my respects and 
aiDo to talk over the situation with Ad¬ 
miral Sampson. I found that the Admiral 
was very much worn, and neceetar.ly *o. 
because hls responsibility had been very 
great. He had had great trouble In keep¬ 
ing hls squadron together and he appeared 
to me as If he was In a good deal of anx¬ 
iety, which I could readily appreciate. He 
showed me a number of orders. Among 
them was one which stated that a division 
of the two squadrons had been <lecl**ed 
upon, one for the north anil the other for 
the south coast of Cuba, In which he was 
given the preference of command. The 
order. If I remember correctly, stated that 
under any circumstance* I was to remain 
with my command, and I asked him which 
of the two stations he would take, and he 
proposed to hold the Havana or north one. 

• # • 

Warned To Run No Risks. 

Ho also told me that whichever side 1 
went on to remember that they were very 
heavily fortified and that hls confidential 
Instructions, which he delivered to me 
verbally, were that we were not to risk 
our battleuhlps against the fortified places 
of the coast until after the Spanish squad¬ 
ron had been disposed of. My recollec¬ 
tion now Is that he told me It was Lura- 
coa. The impression left on ray tnlu 1 was 
that It was somew’hrre In the Venezuelan 
gulf, and that K wo* supplied with nm- 
mu nit ion ami stores destined to Havana 
and that that was undoubtedly the po.nt 
It wa» to reach. He said hls Information 
was that tho orders of the Spanish fleet 
to reach Havana or some point In rail- 
mr.d communication with It tvere lmr<*ra- 
tlve and that he believed and thought that 
Cienfuegos would be tho point, us that 
came under the acceptation of the order 
more directly. We looked over maps, and 
1 must say I agreed with him. 1 could not 
ining'ne that any ore who had studied the 
military shunt on of the island at nil could 
have supposed that Santiago would have 
fulfilled any of the conditions of this In¬ 
struction. 

• • • 

Assured Him of Loyalty, 

We had a talk together. 1 told him that 
I had been ordered to report for duty to 
Commodore Rcmey. and that. I imagined, 
necessarily meant himself, and that I 
wanted to assure him at the outset that I 
should be loyal, absolutely and unre¬ 
servedly. to the cause we were both rep¬ 
resenting, Capt. Chadwick, who wo* pres¬ 
ent—1 do not remember whether all the 
time or not—said. “Of course, Commodore, 
any one who has known your character, 
would know that it would be .mpo»s4b!e 
for you to be otherwise than loyal.*’ I 
asked the Admiral If there had been **- 
tublishel any means of communicating 
with th«? Insurgents, whether there were 
any pilots or whether any locality was 
known where they were to be found. H<* 
told me that he did not know, but that 
when he got the situation better In hand 
he would communicate with me. but that 
he thought it would be better for me to 
•tart ns mrly as we could get aw*ay and 
blockade Onfuefros. I said very well, 
that I was prepared, of course, to go any¬ 
where.

There was no appearance of demon¬ 
stration of any kind during the Ad¬ 
miral’s recital. On the contrary, the si¬ 
lence was almost unbroken except for 
the sound of the witness’ own voice. 
Only once was there a stir In the room 
which Indicated any feeling on the part 
of the listeners. That was when the 
Admiral, detailing hls conversation with 
Admiral Sampson in the cabin of the 
New York at Key West, told bow he had 
assured the Commander-ln-Chlef of 
fealty to him. When the court adjourned 
I for the day many of the spectators 
press* 1 ! forward and shook the Admiral’s 
hand.

Begins Hls Recital. 

“T w as a Commodore.” the witness be¬ 
gan In response to Mr. Rayner’a re¬ 
quest for a connected narrative of the 
campaign, “and was ordered to com¬ 
mand the flying squadron on the 28th 
»f March. 1898. and served until the 20th 
day of June of the same year In that 
capacity.” He had taken command of 
the squadron at Hampton Roads, Va., 
hoisting hls flag on the cruiser Brook¬ 
lyn. After relating the organization of 
the squadron at the Virginia port, lie 
snJd that he had called the command¬ 
ing officers of the* vessels constituting 
that squadron together, and then he 
added; 

“The plan of the campaign was 
threshed uuL 1 put the squadron im¬ 
mediately upou a war fooling, eitab- 


Upon them in ord»r. first, to ob:ain the 
moral effect- and. second, to throw them 
Into confusion. m*kmg a victory over 
them probably much more succeesful and 
complete. I did that for the reason that 
the older plana of bautle had all i>e*n to 
attack centers and rear. resulting In tho 
escape usually of a part of each squadron. 
I felt that the attack of the h-ad of a 
squadron, which was to some extent ntw, 
would Involve the destruction of th<* 
Whole, and that was the general plan of 
action as explained to them on the 
oaalovi.

Dally Practice.

The Admiral then detailed the Urge 
practice the squadron Indulged In dally, 
saying that no day was bod enough to 
prevent Its continuance. He alfo slid 
that the squadron wa-s kept In readiness 
so far as coal, water and supplies were 
concerned. 

On May 12 or 13 he received orders 
from the Secretary of the Navy to pro¬ 
ceed to (Charleston. S. C. The squadron 
arrived there on th** 15th, and found 
orders from the Secretary* directing him 
to proceed to Key West and report to 
Commodore Ramey for further instruc¬ 
tions. The flying squardon arrived at 
Key West on the 17th. the Admiral 
thought, and on the next day he went 
ashore to pay his respects to Commo¬ 
dore Ramey, after ha. leg saluted hls 
flag. Continuing hls narrative, the Ad¬ 
miral said: 

• • • 

Ordered To Havana. 

Whilst there the Commodore showed me 
a telegraphic order from the Honorable 
Secretary of the Navy directing me to 
proceed with all dispatch to the blockade 
of Havana. 

During the time I was on shore after 
having hud ray ‘‘onfereno© with him. there 
were several of tho Cuban residents then? 
who Informed me that the province In 
which Cienfuegos was situated and from 
that to the westward win almost thor¬ 
oughly occupier! by Spanish troops and 
that we had better be careful in any at¬ 
tempt at Intercourse. I hastened off, and 
on my way to the ship In the afternoon l 
thought I saw the New York approach¬ 
ing. At all events, when i got o*i hoard, 
tkUruiUfi&i; to go at once off Havana, 


Ing me to go off Havana- 1 signaled to 
the Admiral to know whether or not he 
understood my orders were to go off Ha¬ 
vana. He replied by signal that be under¬ 
stood hla coming to Key West modified my 
orders and that 1 should be prepared to 
carry out the orders we had agreed upon 
In the afternoon. I do not remember 
whether that was on that afternoon or in 
the morning, but It was before 1 left for 
Cienfuegos,

Sampson's Instructions. 


The next move of the present flying 
squadron, he said, was from Key West 
to Cienfuegos. Cuba, and the Admiral 
told how. as the commander-ln-chief 
of that squadron, he had the vessels 
coaled, ao that at 7 or 8 o'clock on the 
morning of May 19 all the ship* of the 
fleet turned their backs upon American 
soil and laid their course for the south- 
ern coast of Cuba This, be said, was 
done under the orders of the Command¬ 
er-in-chief, Rear Admiral Sampaon. 

At this point the witness quoted Rear 
Admiral Sampson's Order No. 6. not fall¬ 
ing to point out as he went along that 
In this order the Rear Admlial had *ald: 
“I have the situation more In hand, and

PRESS OPPOSES- TAMMANY. 


Six of the Leading Newspapers Are 
Aligned With the Fu- 
sionist Forces. 


WHITNEY IS FOR SHEPARD. 


New York. Oct. 24.—[Special.]—They 
have suspended business In Gieater New 
York for the time being and gone Into 
politics. But. as Senator Mark Hanna 
would remark, “politics Is business and 
business 1® politic®.” At any rate, the 
coming city election has engrossed all 
the public attention, and the shopkeep¬ 
ers complain that the campaign disturbs 
their trade, and that they do not ex¬ 
pect to do much business until after 
the election. 

The letter of the Hon. William C. 
Whitney, printed this morning, declar¬ 
ing that be would support Shepard and 
the Tammany ticket, created a stir In 
the fusion or Republican ranks, for It 
means that not only Whitney but Dan 
Lamont and the old guard of Cleveland 
Democrats are In line for the Tammany 
ticket, and their local influence here Is 
tremendoua Then it was argued that 
Mr. Whitney, depending as he doe© upon 
the favors of a friendly municipal ad¬ 
ministration by reason of hls virtual 
control of the surface street railway 
system of the city, could not have af¬ 
forded from a personal and business 
standpoint to have declared himself for 
the Shepard In the Tammany fold un¬ 
less he had first rized up the condition** 
and made up hls mind that the Tam¬ 
many ticket would win. 

• • • 

Tammany Has Plenty of Money. 

As a general thing, the Democrats are 
always ahead on paper a week or so be¬ 
fore an election, not only In New York, 
but in Ohio; Indiana and elsewhtfe. In 
New York, however, especially In the 
city of New York, the Democrats are 
better ^it than anywhere else for th# 
reason*jhaf^hey always have all the 
money they can use to run their cam¬ 
paign. 

There has never been an election held 
in this country* since 1876 that the Dem¬ 
ocrats could not have won had they had 
os much money to spend as the Repub¬ 
licans. 

The surface Indications here at the 
present time are that Shepard, the head 
of tho Tammany ticket, will win, and 
most likely pah ihe entire Tammany 
ticket through.

What Registration Shows. 


Registration Is now complete, and 
there are 616,264 qualified voters on the 
rolls, which should result In a vote of 
about &S0.000. The registration is 24.<Xkt 
lex;9 than last years presidential elec¬ 
tion, but 49.000 more than in the mayor¬ 
alty fight In 1897. The increase In four 
years is normal, not extraordinary. 
Both sides claim to read victory In tne 
figures, but the Low men. on the whole, 
«wm to be the more cheerful over the 
registration, as the Tammany districts 
do not make as good a showing as tho®.? 
districts in which the Republican and 
independent vote Is heaviest. 

Deducting 15,000 or 16,000 scattering 
votes there remain about 564,000 votes 
to be divided between Low and Shep¬ 
ard. The registration, though, like all 
registrations, does not furnish any In¬ 
telligent Idea of how the vote will go. 
As a matter of fact, the claim that 
Tammany hus lost In old Tammany dis¬ 
tricts docs not amount to anything, for 
the reason that in the last four years 
the gTowth of New York City has been 
going up town, and down-town tene¬ 
ment houses have been torn down and 
their occupants compelled to move 
elsewhere, and the only places they 
would go were to the up-town districts. 
• • • 

Low's Supporters McKinley Men. 

All the Democrats here who are sup¬ 
porting Seth Low, the Platt or fusion 
candidate, supported Mr. McKinley a 
year ago, and yet Bryan carried the 
city by about thirty thousand. 

I do not believe Mr. Low can poll as 
large a vote as did Mr McKinley, for 
the latter not only received the solid 
Republican vote, but many thousand 
votes of the Wliitney-Lamont-Peubody 
and Robert Roosevelt class, who are 
now for Shepard. The New York press, 
including the Tribune, World, Herald. 
Journal, Times and Post, are solidly 
against Tammany, and if there is any¬ 
thing In newspaper lmluer.ee Tammany* 
will be beaten out of sight.

LEON CZ0LG0S2 WILL DIE 
TJEXT TUESDAY MORNING. 


At 7 O’CIock He Will Be Electrocuted 
In Auburn Prison For Assas¬ 
sinating President McKinley. 


Albany. N. Y„ Oct. 24 — Le«»n Czol- 
goez. the murderer uf President McKin¬ 
ley, will be electrocuted at 7 o’clock on 
Tuesday morning, October 29. at Auburn 
prison. 

Warden Meade has selected Tuesday 
so that final arrangements may be made 
on Monday. In doing this, he is fol¬ 
lowing the general custom in the State 
prisons relative to electrocutions. It 
does away with the necessity of making 
final arrangements on Sunday. 

The sentence of the court was that 
the execution of Czolgosz should take 
place during the week commencing Oc¬ 
tober 2$. leaving to the Warden of the 
prison full power to select the day of the 
week In which to carry out the man¬ 
dates of the law. This latitude U given 
to Warden to secure secrecy as to the 
time of execution and to guard against 
delay from accident, such as. In 1893, 
caused a delay of an hour In an execu¬ 
tion after the condemned man had been 
taken Into the death bouse at Auburn 
penitentiary. 

The witnesses will assemble at the 
prison at 6:30 o'clock on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing. There have been twenty-six Invi¬ 
tations Issued, and they are non tt a in¬ 
ferrable. Each witness must present 
hls Invitation to the Warden of the 
prison, and If he Is not Identified to the 
satisfaction of the Warden as being the 
man to whom It was Issued he will nut 
be admitted. 


AT THE STAKE 


A NEGRO IS BURNED BY A LOUIS¬ 
IANA MOB. 


His Victim a White Woman Whom 
He Had Assaulted and 
Left For Dead. 


Columbia, Miss., Oct. 24.—The negro 
"Bill” Morris, who assaulted Mrs. John 
Ball, at Balltown, La., was burned at 
the stake to-day. After being captured 
Morrir made an effort to implicate oth¬ 
ers. but they soon proved their Inno¬ 
cence. He was to-day carried to the 
scene of hls crime and there tied to a 
pine sapling with chains, and his hands 
and feet chained to hls body. Pine 
knots and pine straw were piled about 
the body and saturated with coal oil 
and the whole set on fire. 

The negro made no outcry when the 
flames first reached him, and only 
when he was partly consumed did the 
spectators notice any movement on the 
part of the wretch. He made no re¬ 
sistance when being bound to the stake 
and said that he deserved hls fate. 

Mrs. Ball, while waiting on the 
negro In her husband’s store, turned 
her back, when the negro seized her 
an! dragged her out In the road. He 
beat hls victim In the head with a 
pine knot and thought he had killed 
her. Going back to the store he took 
all the money In the cash drawer and 
put coal oil on hls feet and on hls 
tracks when leaving the store. Mrs. 
Ball, however, recovered consciousness 
and crawled to the home of her father- 
in-law. He at once gave the alarm and 
the neighborhood commenced a search 
for the negro. 

He was found at hls home, about four 
miles from the scene of the tragedy. 
Morris attempted to escape, but was 
Bhcrt by one of the posse and wounded 
in the hip. _ _

Fate of Caleb Powers Will Be Given 
Into Jury’s Hands To=morrow. 


JURY TO VISIT FRANKFORT TO-DAY. 


Each Side Is Given Four Hours To 
Argue, Though Each Wants More. 


JIM HOWARD ON THE WITNESS STAND 


Was Clean Shaven On the Day of the As¬ 
sassination and Was Not On Steps 
of Executive Building. 


THE REBUTTAL EVIDENCE QUICKLY HEARD. 


Georgetown, Ky.. Oct. 24.—[Special.]— 
The wheels of the Circuit Court Worked 
like lightning to-day. The defence in 
the case of Caleb Powers rested at 5 
o’clock this afternoon with the Introduc¬ 
tion of Jam*-® B. Howard, once con¬ 
victed and condemned to death for Goe- 
be4’a murder. To-night at 9:30 o'clock 
the Commonwealth finished Us rebuttal 
testimony, imd ten minutes later 
counsel for the prisoner announced that 
they had no witnesses In re-rebuttal, 
and their case was finally closed. 

The Jury will be taken to Frankfort 
to-morrow morning at 8 o'clock on a 
special train over the Frankfort and 
Cincinnati railroad to visit the scene of 
tho assassination, and will return to 
Georgetown at II o'clock. 

Judge Cantrlll ordered the attorney® 
on loth side® to submit their instruc¬ 
tions at that hour, and announced im¬ 
mediately afterw ard that he would limit 
!lt« argument to four hours on a side, 
giving eight hours In all. The counsel 
for the State and the defendant said 
they wanted more time for argument, 
and Judge Cantrlll said he wouid give 

more time If he found he could do so. 

• • • 

Will Go To the Jury Saturday. 


From present indications the cose will 
go to the jury Saturday morning or 
early Saturday afternoon. The speakers 
for the Stale will be Commonwealth’s 
Attorney R. B. Franklin. T. C. Camp¬ 
bell, of New York, and Victor F. Brad¬ 
ley. of Georgetown. Jame® C. Slrn®, of 
Bowling Green; W. C. Owen*, of Louis¬ 
ville. and Jere Morton, of Lexington, 
will argue the case for the defendint. 

The Jury will be accompanied to the 
capital by Judge CantrUl. the Sheriff of 
Scott county and two deputies, Caleb 
Power®. Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Franklin and one or more attorneys for 
the prisoner. 

Unless the twelve men are unable to 
agree, a verdict will be reported Satur¬ 
day afternoon, and the second trial of 
Power® will have ended within a few' 
hours of the expiration of thl® term of 
the court. However, It l« said that the 
jury could return a verdict as late as 
midnight Sunday, several verdict* hav¬ 
ing been received from Kentucky Juries 
on Sunday. # # m 

Both Sides Well Pleased. 

Both rides claim to be well pleaded 
with the case® which they have made 
out. The counsel for the State feel con¬ 
fident that Powers will be convicted. 
The attorney* for the prisoner are 
equally a® certain of hi® acquittal. 

To-night Powers watched the closing 
scene* of hi* trial in silence. He seldom 
consulted with hls lawyers, and sat with 
hi® arms folded and his eye* shlftlrg 
from the faces of the Jurors to the wit¬ 
nesses in rebuttal, who were called in 
quick succession to the witmos stand. 

Power** last witness wa* brought 
from the Frankfort Jail this afternoon, 
and was taken back to-night. Before 
Howard took the stand he turned to 
Judge Cantrlll and extended his hand, 
heartily saying: "I am glad to see you. 
Judge.” Judge Cantrlll grasped the hand 
and gave Howard a warm handshake. 

. The prisoner was well-dressed and 
cleanly-shaven. He denied having any 
acquaintance with Caleb Powers until 
they met face to face in the Frankfort 
Jail, charged with the same crime. He 
also denied emphatically that he was on 
the Capitol Square until 3 o’clock In the 
afternoon of the doy that Goebel va^ 
»hot. As Howard passed from the court¬ 
room he shook hands with Power® and 
with W. C. Owen*, w-ho defended him In 

the Franklin Circuit Court.

Subpoena Not Served On Mathews. 

Attorneys for the Commonwealth say 
J. B. Mathews, formerly Assistant Sec¬ 
retary of S:ate under Powers, will not 
lx? here to testify In rebuttal. On 
Wednesday Messrs, Robert U. Frank¬ 


lin, T. C. Campbell and Arthur Goebel 
authorized the statement that Mathews 
had been summoned as & witness for 
the State and had left Georgetown. 
To-day the counsel for the defense said 
the records did not show that Mathews 
had ever been subpoenaed by the State 
and that they had no knowledge of hla 
presence in Georgetown. Mr. Franklin 
was asked about this statement, and 
replied: “I do not know that Mathevrs 
w*as In Georgetown, but he has been 
dodging the service of a subpoena from 
the Commonwealth.

Bosley Denies the Stivers Story. 

The first witnees this morning was 
John L. Bosley, the former postmaster 
ai Paris. In answer to questions h* 
made a sweeping denial that he had 
told Sherman Stivers, his assistant 
postmaster, that the Kentucky Senate 
was to be raided and Ifcter that “an¬ 
other plan had been arranged to settle 
the contest.” 

On cross-examination Mr. Bosley said 
he w’ent to Frankfort on January 30, 
the day Goebel was killed, in response 
to a telegram from George W. Long, 
telling him there was going to be a 
meeting of Republicans in Frankfort on 
that day. He said he nad been In¬ 
dicted and convicted for embezzlement 
In the Federal Court, but that he was 
innocent of the charge, and that his 
arrest wna the result of an Investiga¬ 
tion which he, homself, had demanded 
the Government to make. 

E. S. Pettet, a conductor on the 
Frankfort nnd Cincinnati railroad, said 
Mr. Bosley did not go to Frankfort on 
January 26 and 27. as Stivers had said. 
Mr. Bosley had a pass over this rail¬ 
road and never went over any other 
line.

Soldiers In Line and Drilling. 


B. B. Hampton, a member of th® 
Frankfort company of militia, testiflfd 
that the soldiers did not leave the ar- 
Benal for at least ten minutes after 
they received the order to proceed to 
the Capitol.

Capt- 
McCalla hud asked permission to pass 
on, and told how McCalla hud sent the 
E.igle to comumnlcate with the fiytug 
squadron. Admiral Schley also men¬ 
tioned that the Scorpion had been sent 
to Intercept the Eagle for the purpose 
of securing whatever Information she 
might bring. "After a little,” he said, 
"the Scorpion returned and reported 
through the megaphone. I tltlnk. Iden¬ 
tically as Is reported In his log, which 
was all the lnfbrmatlon he gave us. 
The Eagle afterward passed close 
enough to the Brooklyn to hall her by 
the megaphone and repeated that there 
was no news. I was on the quarter 
deck. The thing seemed to be almost 
burned into my mind, but after what 
1 have hoard, I begin to think that 
maybe l was mistaken." 

• • • 

Conversation With Chester. 

The Admiral also related his meeting 
the Cincinnati and the Vesuvius the 
next morning off San Antonio. Capt. 
Chester. In command of the Cincinnati, 
came aboard the Brooklyn, remaining 
for about three-quarters of an hour. He 
related the details of his conversation 
with Capt. Chester, Baying that they 
had "thrashed out a good many sub¬ 
jects." After mentioning a number of 
tlv'se subjects which did not bear upon 
the present Inquiry, the Admiral said 
that Capt. Chester had expressed him¬ 
self as specially desirous of Joining the 
Tying squadron with his sl..p, but said 
that his coal supply w’as so limited that 
he w’ould be compelled to go to Key 
West at a very early date to replenish 
It. Admiral Schley *ald that he had 
terminated this part of the conversation 
by saying to Capt. Chester that as Ills 
ship was not In his (Schley’s) com¬ 
mand, he could not attach hlni to the 
squadron. In the same connection the 
witness said that C’apt. Chester had 
asked permission to coni the Cincinnati 
from the flying squadron collier, but 
he (Schley) had declined this proposl- 
Uon * 

Suggested Coaling Station. 

Continuing his report of this conver¬ 
sation, the Admiral said: "I then 
asked him if he had ever cruised in the 
West Indies, as I had never been on 
the south side of Cuba, and if he knew 
of any place that w’ould be favorable 
for coaling where fairly smooth water 
could be expected. He said nothing 
more than the Information given me 
by the charts, and suggested a place 
some thirty miles to the eastward on a 
bank or to the southward ou another 
bank, coaling uj>on which would be 
problematical and dependent entirely 
upon the state of the weather and the 

* e "I do not," the Admiral added, "recol¬ 
lect Just at this moment any other con¬ 
versation except Capt. Chester’s disap¬ 
pointment that he could not 
squadron, which I thought extremel, 
praiseworthy." . 

In response to a request from Mr. 
Ravner. the latter said that one of the 
places that had hern recommended by 
Capt. Chester for cowling was to the 
southward of Clenfuegos. It) the open 

"i did not agree.” he said, "that that 
would be a good rlace to coal, because 
the conditions In ordinary sea would be 
aggravated In shoal water. 

• • # 

Arrival Off Cienfuegos. 

Admiral Schley placed his arrival off 
Clenfuegos at near midnight of May 21. 
He told of hearing guns early that 
evening while still thirty or forty miles 
distant from the Cuban port. Describ¬ 
ing this Incident, he said: 

"Toward sundown of that afternoon I 
was standing on the bridge of the 
Brooklyn and distinctly heard six or 
a»ven guns fired, with the cadence of a 
salute. The fact of hearing these guns 
was undoubted, so much so that the offi¬ 
cer of the day* epnko of Jt. I happened 
to be there at the time." 

He said that the fleet stopped for the 
night ten or twelve miles off shore off 
Cienfuegos, and that he had sent the 
Scorpion ahead of the fi **t as a patrol, 
and that toward daylight on the follow¬ 
ing morning. May 22. all the ships had 
steamed In dose to the harbor entrance. 

"My recollection now’ Is," he said, 
“that we w’ent within a mile and looked 
at the harbor, but owing to trees and 
other obstruction# It was Impossible to 
see the harbor. I never saw any smoke¬ 
stacks. and I was a very close watcher 
on deck, generally from 8 o’clock In the 
morning until 12 nr l o’clock at night 
There was scarcely a circumstance of 
any kind that escaped me." 

• • • 

Position of the Fleet 


The Admiral Mid that after this In* 
•pectlon of the harbor he had taken a 
jKwUlon with the fleet three or four 
miles out. 'T generally." he said, "gave 
the petition that the squadron was from 
the beach by the appearance of th* surf, 
which ordinarily Is not s^on b yond six 
miles, except at a very* great elevation." 
• • • 

“Dear Schley'* Letter. 


At 8 o’clock of the evening of the 22d 
the torpedo-boat Dupont, the Admiral 
i»ald, "arrived with a dispatch from Ad¬ 
miral Sampson. The dispatch referred 
to was Mi* ‘Dear Schley’ letter." Refer¬ 
ring to th* dispatch, the witness said: 

I did not rerr mh*r the fnct until with¬ 
in the past few months because there 
wer*.‘ duplicates of ths* leper, but I now 
recall* K from the fact nrt*t I sent th* 
Boor pi on to t'be *A*rwnrd In obedience to 
the Injunction oonimlncd In that le*Dr to 
communicate w'lh the recti* s. jibout wh s 
presence off Santiago I was very un cer¬ 
tain I »h’nk th^ Admiral wns. on ac¬ 
count of orders having been dir- cling 
them lo proofed In th** direction • f th«? 
Spanish mein to lock for th*» «qmtdn>f>. 
The Adtnfral w’e* not evrtam whether 
they had got t*ack. nor wa* T. Therefore, 
1 sent the Scorpion and that fact 

fixed the receipt of that letter. 

• • • 

Arrival of the Iowa. 

Admiral Schley also esld that the 
Iowa had arrived to Join the fleet on the 
22d. hut he did not remember that It 
brought any dispatches beyond an en¬ 
velope containing some letters. one of 
which was from his iRchbyV) wife. 

"That fact." he *Md. "fixed that In my 
mind. A good many of the th ngs about 
which I am testifying burned them¬ 
selves into my memory because 1 was 
the most Interest’ d party. 1 cannot re¬ 
call anything in connection with the 
Iowa at all.” 

• • • 

Blocknde of Cienfuegos. 

Coming to the blockade of Cienfu¬ 


egos the Admiral explained the forma¬ 
tion of his fleet there, saying the 
steaming which had been mentioned iu 
the logs was for the purpose of over¬ 
coming the effect of a current which 
set directly Into the bight He said 
the ships were constantly setting Into 
the beach And were obliged almost 
'every hour to steam for a mile or two. 
"And that," he said, "accounts for a 
great deal of what is stated in the logs 
about steaming." In this same con¬ 
nection the Admiral said that he had 
fixed the position of the squadron ev¬ 
ery morning and every afternoon by 
what Is known as the four-point bear¬ 
ing. "At night," he continued, "we had 
an invariable lighthouse, which was the 
loom of the city on the clouds, and we 
kep: In a general direction on a general 
bearing. We were closer at night, and 
that," he said emphatically, "was the 
rule of the squadron always; we were 
closer nt night at both Cienfuegos and 
Santiago. 

• • • 

Ready For Emergency. 


"The Idea of keeping the squadron In 
formation during the night, or In line 
ready for any emergency, was never 
abandoned. The arrangement during 
the day was some little feigned dis¬ 
order, in the hope that we might Invite 
those people oul We knew there would 
be difficult* In getting In, because my 
flagship was of greater draught than 
moat of the others, the channels were 
very tortuous and our only hope—at 
least our only wish—was that they 
might come out. The movements of the 
squadron were rather an invitation 
usually. That was what I felt during 
all the period of this blockade.*' 

At this point Admiral Schley di¬ 
gressed for a moment to refer to the 
conversation he had had with Admiral 
Sampson before leaving Key West, 
which, he said, had induced the belief 
that the Spanish squadron’s objective 
point w’as Cienfuegos. 

• • • 

Lieut. Wood’s Viait. 


The Admiral then related the partic¬ 
ulars of the visit of Lteut. W r ood, of 
the Dupont, to him on board the 
Brooklyn when the Dupont arrived off 
Cienfuegos. He said that Lieut. Wood 
was in a pitiable condition of exhaus¬ 
tion because of his arduous duties on a 
torpedo boat. "J told him," said the 
Admiral, "tnat If I were a King I 
would promote every torpedo officer 
five grades If X could." Continuing, the 
Admiral related how Lieut. Wood had 
handed him the dispatch, and added: 

• • • 

No Imagination. 


"I think he did me Injustice when he 
spoke of my speaking disrespectfully 
of Admiral Sampson as Capt Sampson. 
1 used no such term. There was no 
reason w r hy I should have done so. I 
invariably spoke of him as Admiral 
Sampson, and I do not recollect one 
word of the conversation which Lieut 
Wood recites—not one word, and I 
recollect a good many things pretty 
well, 1 am glad to say, and very lit¬ 
tle from Imagination.” 

• • • 

Arrival of Dispatch No. 8. 


The Admiral said that the Haw k ar¬ 
rived about 8 o’clock on the morning 
of May 23. This vessel, he said, had 
brought the dispatch from Admiral 
Sampson, which Is designated as No. 8. 
This Is the dfspatch In which the Com¬ 
mand er-in-Chief notified the oommander 
of the flying squadron that the Span,ah 
fleet probably was at Santiago, and di¬ 
rected him, "Lf satisfied that they are 
not at Cienfuegos to proceed with all 
dispatch to Santiago." Xhe witness 
said he had received duplicate oop>s of 
dispatch No. 8, and add he Identified 
the copy brought by the Hnwk as the 
first received by marginal notes, which 
hod been made on the dfcpy. He also 
said that a copy of No. (. the "Dear 
Schley" letter, and also n copy of the 
McCalla memorandum, hud been re¬ 
ceived by the Hawk, saying that these 
facts were fixed In his mitnd by the cir¬ 
cumstances that on that date it signal 
had been given to the squadron notify¬ 
ing the vessels that there was a rumor 
that Cervera’s fleet was at Santiago. 
"That." he said, "is flx?d In my mind, 
because if 1 had got It the day before I 
w*ou)d have made that signal to the 
squadron, as my habit was to keep them 
all informed " 

• • • 

No Verbal Orders Reported. 


Relating the fact of the arrival of the 
Castlne and a collier on the 23d, Ad¬ 
miral Schley referred to his reported 
conversation with Lieut. Hood., which, 
he said, "Is one of the other conversa¬ 
tions I do not remember. I think." he 
went on, "that 1 can show you by a 
memorandum of Mr. Hood’s that lf he 
had any verbal orders hs forgot to re¬ 
port them," 

The Admiral then referred to a 
memorandum from the D<>!ph;ln pub¬ 
lished in the appendix to the re¬ 
port of the Chief of the Bureau of Navi¬ 
gation, reading as follows: "The Hawk 
has Just reported from, Cienfuegos with 
dispatches from Schley. Hood says a 
good number of officers don’t believe the 
Spaniards are there at all, although 
they can only surmise." 

• • • 

Criticises Hood. 


"That." remarked the Admiral, 
"would go to Indicate that Mr. Hood 
was not wry certain In his own mind, 
or If he had brought any verbal In¬ 
structions to me that he failed to report 
the fact to the Oommander-ln-Chlef. 
Below It also Is a border Information 
which I should have been very glad to 
have had. Mr. Hood got Into the an¬ 
chorage, I think, some time about 8 
o'clock. The Adula did not g»t Into the 
anchorage at Clcnfueg a before 10 or 11 
o'clock. Lieut. Hood did not board that 
ship In my presence. She had already 
been boarded. If he boards her and 
got this news and failed to deliver It to 
me. then he committed an Indiscretion, 
for I was the senior officer and he did 
not know what I was going to do with 
her. and 1 should have be*-n very gl td 
to have had this information. So that 
wdth this note and this Information. I 
th nk. Mr. H^nl remembered a gtx;d 
deal of what he said to roe, but he for¬ 
got a good deal that he should have 
done." 

• • • 

Coaling Difficult. 

Admiral Schley gave further details 
concerning the blockade at Clenfue- 
gtYS, telling how he had observed men 
laying mines across the river and how 
he had established a picket line Inside 1 
the main tine of blockade. He again re- ! 
ferred to the arrival of the Dupont, 
which, he said, was very short of coal. | 
having, as was reported, only five or , 
six tons aboard. He also told the dltil- | 
cutties experienced In putting a few ad- ] 
ffittonal tons aboard the torpedo boat, 
and In this connection said: 

"Th work struck me as h^ing one of 
such difficulty that any attempt to eval 
a larger vessel by boats would not only 
be exhausting and fatiguing, but almost 
Impossible beyond a day or tw f o." 

• • • 

Adula's Arrival. 


following day. Remarking upon the re¬ 
port contained in this bulletin the Ad¬ 
miral said: 

"That, of course, taken with the man¬ 
ner of my approach, and the distance 
being about thirty-six to forty-eight 
hours away, lent a good deal of color 
to fhe belief which I entertained, that 
the Spanish squadron were there as the 
objective of the most reasonable point 
to dischaige what they had on board.” 

The Admiral then related how the 
Commander of th“ Adula had been al¬ 
lowed. upon specious promises, to go 
Into the harbor and had not come out 
on the following day as he had prom¬ 
ised to do. 

• • « 

Saw Lights. 

Admiral Schley said that on the night 
of the 22d he had seu*n three horizontal 
lights to the eastward and to the west¬ 
ward of the harbor at Cienfuegos. 
"The cne to the eastward," he said, 
"was In the mountains, and 1 should 
say ten miles from the coast and cer¬ 
tainly 590 feet up. The others to the 
west were about five or *lx miles In on 
the beach, but back of It on the high¬ 
lands." 

• • • 

Nat Informed of Signals. 


He said that while the squadron lay 
off Cienfuegos the winds were fresh 
and there was quite a rolling swell to 
the sea. In this connection Admiral 
Schley referred to the fact that he had 
not been informed that there was any 
system of signals for communicating 
with the Insurgents, and he said that 
he did not know that there were any 
Insurgents to the westward of Cien¬ 
fuegos. This fact, he said, together 
with the circumstances that the Adulu 
had not come out, that Lieut. Souih- 
er.and had failed to communicate any 
Information, and that the further fact 
that McCalla’s squadron had been 
w’ithdraw’n from the vicinity, were re¬ 
sponsible for the delay In communicat¬ 
ing with the Insurgents. "Of course," 
he said, "to risk a boat through the 
surf on a coast believed to be occupied 
by the enemy might have resulted in 
a repetition of Capt. McCalla’s experi¬ 
ment. Hr found that the coast W’as 
pretty well occupied. 

• • • 

Why He Did Not Fire. 


"I saw cavalry once or twice, both 
to the east and to the west of this 
port. They appeared for a moment and 
Immediately got out of sight. 1 thought 
that to waste ammunition upon a soli¬ 
tary cavalryman was like shooting big 
guns at sparrows, and that killing one 
or two men would not affect the re¬ 
sult. I thought It would be better to 
reserve all the ammunition we had for 
use against the squadron, which I felt 
to be somewhere in that sea, and It 
seems to me that was a wise con¬ 
clusion. 1 did everything that was pos¬ 
sible during the time we were there to 
maintain the blockade that was con¬ 
templated. 1 did all the coaling th&t 
was practicable or possible.’* 

• • • 

Coaling Problem. 


Continuing on the subject of coaling 
Admiral Schley said: 

After we got hold of colliers, we were 
very much better fitted to resist shock, as 
well as to deliver this coal rapidly. Per¬ 
haps, with the later experience of the 
var. 1 might have coaled on days with 
worse went her. Wi had a good many ac¬ 
cidents, about which no mention has l-een 
made because they cam*' after the period 
of time. One of ihe coll'.ers had to go to 
New York absolutely smashed In. The 
Merrlmac herself had several hoes 

f lunched through her, and my Impression 
s that a portion of the top works of the 
Sterling was Injured In some way, but w* 
managed with more experience to do a 
little better Lhan at first. There was al¬ 
ways at Cienfuegos a rolling swell, and 
vessels with projecting sponsors or pro¬ 
jecting guns wore always In danger. I 
recollect In on© case that one of the six- 
pounder guns of the Brooklyn was bent 
at an angle of 30 degrees by coming In 
collision with one of those colliers. Of 
course, twin screws made It extremely 
dangerous to coal except under the most 
favorable conditions. The problem pre¬ 
sented to me nt Cienfuegos was to solva 
the problem of coaling, which has disturb¬ 
ed the navies of th-* world for fifty years. 
I think we accomplished this reasonably 
well under the circumstances. 

• ♦ • 

First Notice of Signal. 


On the morning of May 24 Capt. Mo 
Calla had arrived off Cienfuegos with 
the Marblehead and the Vlxon, and the 
Captain had. according to Admiral 
Schley, immediately reported to him on 
board the Brooklyn. The Admiral said 
he then heard for the first time of the 
code of signals arranged for communi¬ 
cating with the Insurgents at Cienfue¬ 
gos. 

"I was a great deal surprised," said 
the witness, "and asked who made these 
arrangements. He said: ’I did when I 
was here before/ I asked why It was 
not communicated to me. That he did 
not know, of course. He was not an¬ 
swerable for that. I said: 'Where are 
those fellows?’ He said: T communi¬ 
cated with them when I was here last 
to the westward some twelve or four¬ 
teen miles, but they are migratory and 
they may or may not be there.* I said: 
•Go ahead and take up the line of search 
and let me know. 1 " 

• « • 

McCalla’s Report. 


The Incidem of the arrival of the 
British ship Adula was related In much 
detail, the Admiral tel'lng how he had 
had her hoarded and how she had 
brought Information In the shape of a 
war bulletin which had stated that the 
Spanish fleet had arrived at Santiago 
on May 19 and had left there on the 


The Admiral then told of his sending 
Capt. McCalla ashore and of the lat¬ 
ter's reporting about 4 o’clock on the 
24th he thought that the enemy was 
not at Cienfuegos. which fact he had 
learned by communication with the Cu¬ 
bans on shore. An hour or two had then, 
the witness said, been consumed In the 
preparation of dispatches. Including a 
dispatch to be sent to the Secretary of 
the Navy, and ab^nit 6 o'clock the squad¬ 
ron steamed to the south. "I think," 
he said, "that we finally got under way 
toward between 7 and 8 o’clock on a 
course of about southeast. The orders 
to the squadron were by signal. I did 
not care whether the enemy saw them 
or not. I am quite sure that the dis¬ 
tance which we had steamed from the 
preliminary formation until the final de¬ 
parture was outside of any distance th«y 
could have been read or seen from 
shore." 

• • • 

Weather Conditions. 

Speaking of the weather conditions on 
the night of the 24th, after the squadron 
had gotten under way, the Admiral said 
that he remembered that the night wa* 
a dirty one and th*' sky lowering. It 
was rainy In squalls, he said. He re¬ 
called especially that he had h oked out 
through a porthole twenty feet above 
water and that the spray dashed In. "Of 
course," he said, "weather of that sort 
did not mean much to the larger sMps, 
but to the smaller ones It d d.’ Giving 
the formation of the squadron, he said 
that he had kept the roll er on his 
weather side, so that In case the enemy 
should appear that vessel could be pro¬ 
tected or sunk. Th«* arrangement also 
had contemplated that the Marblehead 
would bo with th*' two smaller ves¬ 
sels to act as sufficient torpedo boat de¬ 
stroyers. He said that his policy hud 
been to ke-p the squadron together us 
a unit and added: 

"I think It will be admitted In chang¬ 
ing the location of a squadron from one 
port to another that It would be urnnlll- 
tary and unwise to proceed In any other 
formation than as a unit. My Impres¬ 
sion is that us ful auxil arles and neces¬ 
sary supplies never should be aban¬ 
doned except under the very strictest 
military necessities.” 

• • • 

Rough For Small Ships. 

Admiral Schley spoke of the weather 


on the 25th as rough for (he 
smaller ships. 

"I remember," he said, "that the 
Marblehead carried away one of her 
booms that was alongside on account 
of the Sfa; the Vixen took green seas 
over her bows and badly injured a man. 
The Eagle filled one of her forward 
compartments. Both of these ships con¬ 
stantly dropped astern. The squadron 
of course slowed for them. On seveiol 
occasions the Merrlmac signalled the 
disarrangement of her stealing gear 
and of her engines, necessitating 
stops. 

• • • 

Coaling Impossible. 


"Coaling on the 25th." he con¬ 
tinued, "would have been absolutely 
Impossible. 1 wo1<hed the sea perhaps 
more carefully than any one else and 
was ready to avail of the earliest op¬ 
portunity to take- advantage or It und 
I felt that I was very* much more cap¬ 
able and very much more competent 
than any one else in the squadron of 
judging when coaling was possible." 

• • • 

Eagle Sent Away To Coal. 


Coming to the 26th, Admiral Schley 
said that the weather was still rough 
and he related the incident of sending 
Commander Southerland away wdth the 
Eagle. "He did not." the Admiral said, 
"insist upon coaling his ship because 
It would have been absurd. It was Im¬ 
possible. His ship at that time was 
laboring a great deal, slashing and roll¬ 
ing about. He regretted having to leave 
the squadron for coal as well as my¬ 
self. His contention, however, that he 
could coal on that occasion, was utterly 
untenable. He could have coaled I sup¬ 
pose In boats, but he would have 
burned the coal as fast as he got It on 
board. 

"We continued on an easterly 
course," *&id the Admiral, again taking 
up the thread of the narrative, "as my 
orders contemplated, approaching cau¬ 
tiously, and as they also conveyed to 
me the information that probably when 
I left Cienfuegos the enemy would leave 
Santiago 1 laid such a course as I 
thought would give roe a wide hoilzon, 
and if he did leave I could not Imagine 
he would try to pass Inside of me. I 
estimated, of course, he would pass to 
the *<iuthward. My course as projected, 
would have, of course, gone to China If 
there had been no Islands In the way." 
• • • 

Encounters Scout Boats. 


The Admiral then told how upon 
reaching a point southward from San¬ 
tiago about 4 or 5 o'clock In the after¬ 
noon of May 26. he had encountered the 
scout boats, St. Paul. Minneapolis and 
Yale, but before relating the details of 
coming up with them he digressed suffi¬ 
ciently to refer to a dispatch which had 
mentioned his Intention of delaying un¬ 
til the 25th his departure from Clenfue- 
g.>s. which he explained was for the 
purpose of taking up the Scorpion, 
which vee*«el had been expected back 
on the 24th or 25th, "That.” he said, 
"was the suggestion, but we can make 
a great many suggestions and say a 
got id mflny things and then we are 
privileged not to follow them." 

• • • • 

Defends His Course. 


At this point the Admiral entered up¬ 
on another defense of his course by 
saying: 

I was on the south Bide of Cuba, of 
course. Invested, I thought, with entire 
re.vftonsiblllty. I was not In communica¬ 
tion by telegraph. I did not know that 
w«* had secret agents In Havana. I did 
not know that there wc*re any mean* of 
communicating with the Insurgents. If 
that wvre knosm I should have known It 
also, because 1 was acting in an entirely 
Independent capacity, I may almost *ay. 
I could not be reached by Ulegraros. and 
a gopd deal I did had to be left to guess¬ 
ing. Some times I guessed right and 
some times I guessed wrong, and 1 sup¬ 
pose In the light of recent events, we are 
all liable to do that. 

• • • 

Youngsters Seasick. 


The- Admiral then referred to his 
picking up the scout boats. In this 
connection he again spoke of the con¬ 
dition of the weather during the voyage 
from Cienfuegoe over, saying that 
Capt. Cook had reported that he had 
never seen more motion on the Brook¬ 
lyn and that some of the youngsters In 
the steerage were seasick, which was 
an unusual thing. 

He then related the Incident of Capt. 
Slgsbee's coming aboard the Brooklyn 
from the St. Paul, saying that the visit 
had Impressed Itself vividly upon his 
mind. "1 recollect distinctly," he said, 
"that he had on rubber boots and an 
old blockading cap, which we all wore 
more or less, and an ordinary blouse 
suit" 

• • • 

Slgsbee's Statements. 


The Admiral then proceeded to give 
the information w’hleh Capt. Slgsbee 
had brought, prefacing what he had to 
say with the statement that he did not 
believe Capt. Slgsbee would misstate 
anything for hla commission. "I do 
not believe," the Admiral said, "that 
he Is capable of stating what Is not 
true. In this Instance I think his recol¬ 
lection is at fault and not his veracity. 
I said to him: ’Captain, have you got 
the Dons here?' He said to me: ‘No, 
they are not In here. I have been In 
very close.’ I do not know but what 
he said ’sketching,’ but fie certainly 
said ’they are not here; they are only 
reported here.’ I said to him, ‘Have 
any of the other vessels seen them, 
the Yale or the Minneapolis?’ He said, 
’No, they have not. They have assured 
me so.’ That was the assurance to 
which I referred when I spoke of the 
assurance of such men as Wise and 
Jewell and Flgsb-**. I did not believe 
that any of those men would mis¬ 
state the conditions at all. but I as¬ 
sume from the communication with 
Slgsbee that he was bearing to me 
the assurances of all of them." 

• • • 

Nunez's Opinion. 


Relating his interview with Pilot 
Eduardo Nunez, Admiral Schley said 
that Nunez had expressed the opinion 
that it would have been almost impos- 
ble for ships of the size of those of the 
! Spanish fleet to enter the Santiago har¬ 
bor the pilot saying that the entrance 
was not only shallow but tortuous. 

/ • • • 

Reason For His Movement. 

Referring in a general way to Capt, 
Ptgsbee’s visit Admiral Schley said: 

My habit of life, not only in principal 
command of a squadron, but also .0 com¬ 
mand of a »hlP. to assume the ne- 

s do ns Uiilty ajwl to venture the Censure 
of any movement that might justify that, 
but that l was never willing under any 
circumstances to be a participant In 
glorlt* 1 would not divide. That was the 
general principle upon which I acted In 
this matter. I did not call any council 
of war. The Information which the** peo¬ 
ple gave me led to In for that the tele¬ 
graphic Information wa* a ruse precisely 
elm.lor to that which was telegraphed 
from Cadiz that the squadron had re¬ 
turned from the Cape Verde Mands. 
Thru would have been my policy if I hud 
been In control, and lf any of us at any 
time made any ml«iakrs during the cam-' 
po^gn of Santiago or elsewhere, !t was In 
supposing that the Hpaninrl* would ever 
do right at the right time. That probably 
was the only reason we made any mis¬ 
takes that we did make. 1 determined 
that twins’ the case a move eastward 
would be unwise In that I know Admiral 
Sarmitu>n would have moved to the east¬ 
ward of Havana. It would not have been 
wise for me to have uncovered Santiago. 
The military importance of that move¬ 
ment would have been to guard the west¬ 
ward, os that would have been the only 
place they Coufcl have gotten In behind. 


As those In the Interior hod an ab?o’ute 
control of the entire l*nes. our movements 
every mlnuto of the day were known In 
Havana, and I have often been surprised 
that Cervera did not leave Santiago when 
I left Cienfuegos. I found out afterwards 
why he did not do t—simply because he 
could not—and therefore we did not suffer 
any. 

• • • 

Breaking Down of the Merrlmac. 


Relating the particular of the break- 
Ing down of the collier Merrimac. on 
the evening of the 26th, Admiral Schley 
said that his first determination had 
been to hnve her towed hark to Key 
West by the Yale, as he did not con¬ 
sider It deeirable to have an unmanage¬ 
able collier with him. 

"I determined that In case the enemy 
should be encountered. It then occur¬ 
red to me," he said, "that if we <}id 
s^nd her to Key West with the Yah* and 
eh*- was overtaken we pr bnbly \v.<u!d 
be out a collier, and the Spanish force, 
lf they were outiide, would be In so 
much coal." 

• • • 

Retrograde Movement. 


In this connection Admiral Schley ex¬ 
plained his retrograde movement, so- 
called. to the westward, eaymg that he 
had not considered the economical as¬ 
pect of this step, as the economical 
features could never be taken Into con¬ 
sideration in military movements. He 
had. he said, made careful Inquiry as to 
fhe coal supply of the various ships, and 
bad turned over in h* mind the ques¬ 
tion of their endurance in battle. , 

"I was,” he said, "thinking over in 
my mind that a squadron In Its ooallng 
endurance, or at least In Its speeding 
endurance, was equal only to Its weak¬ 
est member. Just as the speed of the 
fleet depend* upon Its slowest vessel: 
that It W’ould be necessary to equalize 
as nearly as we could their standards 
of steffm. In order to be of effective use 
as a unit, and that determined the west¬ 
ward movement. 

• • • 

Referred To Entire Fleet. 


"Now, the telegram I sent to the Hon¬ 
orable Secretary of the Navy did nut 
refer only to the battleships, as Inter¬ 
preted, but It referred to the entire fleet. 
We had at that time ten ships In the 
squadron, seven of which were short of 
coal. There were the auxiliaries and 
the Texas. The auxiliaries and the 
Marblehead and the Vixen, I think, w’ere 
moderately well filled. The amount of 
coad which I transmitted should, I think, 
have called attention to that fact. As 
has been testified to and has been 
showm, I think almnet every one who 
has had any command during a war 
wherein large responsibilities were In¬ 
volved would have been unwise not to 
have considered his own accomplish- 
mefitk. We could not assume that the 
enemy were going to chase toward our 
base; It was probable he would chaae 
toward his own. He would have b’ en 
there pretty regularly or among bis 
more immediate friends at Martinique. 
I do not think he would have been liable 
to have gone to our base, and therefore 
any calculation which took Into con¬ 
sideration the efficacy of the squadron 
hud to assume that It would be In the 
direction least favorable to us and most 
favorable to the enemy.** 

• • • 

Risk Too Great. 


Admiral Schley again referred to the 
unmanageable condition of the collier 
Merrlmac, saying that no "prudent com¬ 
mander would have sent a ship along¬ 
side of her. "It was a risk that would 
have been too great and a danger that 
would have been too imminent," he said. 
"I felt that my Judgment was better 
than that of any one else because I was 
on the spot looking at the scene and 
charged with that responsibility which 
makes one usually conservative. There¬ 
fore, I did not do It and I coaled at the 
earliest moment when it was practica¬ 
ble.** 

• • • 

Cotton’s Dispatch- 


Referring to the arrival of the Har¬ 
vard, the witness spoke of the discrep¬ 
ancy In the report as to Information 
which Captain, now Rear Admiral. Cot¬ 
ton, of that vessel, bad brought aboard 
the Brooklyn. He said that the dis¬ 
patch which Capt. Cotton had brought 
aboard had said that the department's 
advices indicated that the Spanish fleet 
was at Santiago. 

Continuing, ha said: 

• • • 

Did Not Reach Him. 


Capt. Cotton said he delivered a dispatch 
to me from AdrnLrai Sampson stating that 
they were there. That dispatch never 
reached me. I never saw 1L I never 
heard of K until the other day. If it ever 
w’aa delivered it should have been found 
among my papers, but It could not have 
been delivered to me for the reason that 
a dispatch of that character would have 
burned it Itself so indelibly In my mind 
I never could have forgotten It, never. 
Capt. Cotton did not communicate it to 
me, and there, I think, his recollection is 
at fault, and not his veracity, because I 
do not believe he would state anything 
that was not so. Neither my First Lieu¬ 
tenant. neither my flag lieutenant nor my 
secretary ever saw or can remember It. 
and It Is a IHtle strange that three per¬ 
sons who had access to my papers at all 
times should have failed to remember a 
dispatch of that Importance. So h is a 
mistake. I never saw It. I do not re¬ 
member tt. ! have no recollection of It 
nor of a good many things which 1 have 
heard during this investigation. 

• • • 

Exonerates McCalla. 


Admiral Schley at* this point returned 
to his conversation at Cienfuegos with 
Capt. McCalla. He exonerated the Cap¬ 
tain from any intention to do him an In¬ 
justice, but said that the Captain had 
failed to give all of that conversation. 
"He did not. for example," said the Ad¬ 
miral, "tell you that hla advices were 
that the only point on that coast where 
he could coal was the coast of Ilaytl. 
I do not remember any conversation 
about going back to Key West with him; 
but 1 do not believe that he would state 
what was not a fact. I think, however, 
that is a mistake." 

• • • 

Dispatch To Department. 


Discussing again his dispatch to the 
department concerning the department’s 
orders, the Admiral said: 

lf my reply to tha telegram of the Sec¬ 
retary of the Navy Is not on the record. 1 
would like to put U there In the term* I 
sent It, because I wrote it kj English, 
gave K to Capt. Cotton, asked him to turn 
It Into cipher and confirmed It afterwards 
In a letter to the department, whl li was 
received. The dispatch 1* hereand has t> on 
In the department for nearly three years. 
I do not believe for one moment that In 
the transition of it there was any Inten¬ 
tion to mutilate It, 'but I think in the 
choice of words, which were not exactly 
of the mnu' ni<-aning. the dispatch d.d 
no: get to the department as I intended It 
should. Upon this dispatch I* leased the 
charge of disobedience of onlers. I con¬ 
tend that there ws* no dlsobedl nee of or¬ 
ders. There would have be**n disobedience 
of ordrn* If I had abandoned my 
but having returned to the station without 
other direction and having found the de¬ 
partment's information w*o* correct. I 
bold that I did not disobey orders and I 
think that the dispatch read and Inter¬ 
preted as sent will relieve that charge. 

• • • 

Erroneous Information. 

Admiral Schley pointed out that the 
Information sent front the Navy De¬ 
partment as to the whereabouts of the 
Cuban insurgents In the vicinity of 
Santlotto was erroneous, the dispatch 
placing them much nearer that city 
than they were. "If we bad gone to 


the place indicated." he said, "at the 
time we received the dispatch, we would 
nave been. In all probability, gobbled.

• • • 

No Disobedience, 

Again, referring to his own dispatch. 
Admiral Schley said that It had been 
delivered In English, but he added:

^ leu of the fact that the squadron did 
not return to Key West, whatever may 
have been our Intention or purpose. I 
say there was no disobedience of that 
order and there Is no order to go back: 

i?*!? , Blmply lhRl the department 
looked to me to establish a fact of 
which It was not certain.” 

• • • 

The Dispatch In Dispute. 

In response to a request from Mr. 
Rayner for the exact wording of the 
sentence in the dispatch in dispute. Ad¬ 
miral Schley gave it as follows: 

"It is to be regretted that the de¬ 
partment’s orders cannot be obeyed, 
earnestly as we have all striven to that 
end." 

This, he said, was the authentic ver¬ 
sion of the sentence and was as he 
sent it. 

The Admiral was In the midst of hit 
discussion of the "disobedience of or¬ 
ders" dispatch when the old clock In tht 
court room struck 4. and Admiral 
Dewey announced an adjournment for 
the day. notwithstanding that Admiral 
Schley told him he would like to con¬ 
clude his testimony at this sitting. The 
Admiral was calm and collected 
throughout the two hours that he sal 
In the w’ltness chair, and he spoke In 
tones which, while not loud, were so 
distinct th&t his words were easily 
heard. 

Before Admiral Schley went upon 
the stand two new witnesses had been 
heard. The first of these was Lieut. 
Commander Harlow and the second 
Capt. Clark, formerly of the Oregon. 

• • • 

Clark Describes the Battle. 


Capt Clark, at tti* request of Mr 
Rayner, began a description of the \fgfr 
tie of July 3. as follows: 

"When we diaouvent’d the Spanish 
ships coming out. our fleet closed In at 
once to attack them, each ship being 
ordered to keep her head directly to¬ 
ward the harbor entrance. The Span¬ 
iards turned to the westward, breaking 
through our line or crossing It and our 
ships swung off to the westward In 
pursuit. Both sides opened fire prompt¬ 
ly, and fired rapidly. Dense smoke soon 
obscured the vessels, making It difficult 
to distinguish them. 

• so 

Saw the Brooklyn. 


"The Oregon ran between the Towa 
and Texas and the next ships to the 
westward in our line, and soon aftei 
we sighted four Spanish ship*, appar¬ 
ently uninjured at the time. They had 
gained so much ground that I believed 
they’ had been successful in attempting 
to escape, but It was soon evident we 
Were gaining at least on one of them, 
which afterward proved to be the Marla 
Teresa, the flagship, and I thought we 
should bring her to close action but 
might be exposed to the concentrated 
fire of all the ships. Just then the 
smoke lifted or broke away to the left, 
and I discovered the Brooklyn. She 
was well forward of our port beam and 
broadside to the enemy’s fleet. Her 
oourse was perhaps a little divergent 
fmm ours, because the Oregon was at¬ 
tempting to draw’ up on the Teresa. But 
the Brooklyn and Oregon maintained 
this relative posKlon, bow and quarter, 
approximately to the end of th^b''UFw 
the Brooklyn steaming straight 
as nearly as I could Judge,, and engag¬ 
ing any and all of the Spanish ships, 
the Oregon endeavoring to oome to close 
action with the sternmofct one. and 
when she was driven out of action and 
pointed to the beach toen pushed on 
for the next one ahead, and so on until 
the entire fleet was driven ashore, bum- 
lng or sinking. 

• • • 

Schley’s Signals. 

Mr. Rayr.er—Dld you ge* any signals 
from the Brooklyn on the day of the 
battle? 

"Yes. sir." 

"Can you recall what they were?" 

Capt. Clark In reply detailed slgnalf 
whi^h hav >een previously deecrlL'M. 

"Car you tell me with how many 
sh ps the Brooklyn was engaged when 
the smoke lifted and you eaw her ot 

her westward oourse?" 

• • • 

Brooklyn’s Task. 

"She must have been engaged with 
all four." 

"Did you see the turn of the Brook¬ 
lyn?" 

"No, sir. I never saw the Brooklyn 
until I came out of the smoke." 

"How did the Brooklyn’s fire appea x 
to you at that time?" 

"I remember nothing about that. I 
remember seeing her. It made a deep 
impression upon me to find her there, 
and I felt that we should mutually sup¬ 
port and sustain each other. I felt that 
a battleship was needed, and that we 
were to be there together." 

• • • 

Always Willing. 


Capt. Clark described a conversation 
that occurred In the cabin of the New 
York after the battle of July 3 between 
Sampson. Schley and himself. A strange 
vessel had been sighted, and It was be¬ 
lieved to be a Spanish warship. Ad¬ 
miral Sampson told the witness that he 
would have to go after her, and the 
witness, thinking the stranger was a 
Spanish man-of-war. suggested that the 
Brooklyn accompany the Oregon 
Then thinking th&t he had been too 
forward In making suggestions to an 
Admiral and a Commodore, he turned 
to Commodor* Schley and said: 

”We knocked out several vewls this 
morning and can knock out another one, 
cannot we?" 

• • • 

His Cheerfulness. 


"Certainly we can, come on.** mid 
Commodore Schley. The witness said 
the Commodore was cheerful and seem¬ 
ed to have approved his suggestion that 
the Brooklyn accompany the Oregon. 

Mr. Rayner asked: "Were any of the 
Spanish vessels run ashore or destroyed 
In the channel as provided In the stand¬ 
ing ?^uadron orders to close In and de¬ 
stroy the enemy in the channel?" 

"No. sir.” 

• • • 

Schley Commanded. 


"Wss the battle of July 3 completed In 
accordance with any squadron orders 

previously Injued?" 

"No, air." 

"Do you know anything about a sig¬ 
nal to close up. and follow flag made 
by Commodore Schley from the Brook¬ 
lyn?" 

"I remember a* signal. ‘Follow flag,* 
being made because I ordered It repeat¬ 
ed. We did close up." 

The court aeked Capt. Clark a few 
questions, after which he w’as excused.

Ky., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—'Tom 
Brown, the boy murderer of Mrs. Mag¬ 
gie Nealman. w is sentenced to-day to 
a life terrr. in the penitentiary. The crime 
for which Brown was convicted was 
committed on the afternoon of Septem¬ 
ber 13. Drown, who lives at Lily, re¬ 
turned home front his work, procured 
a shotgun went to the home of Mrs. 
Nealmin, and. without a word of warn¬ 
ing, shot her down. He then began a 
search for Mias Mary Favors, a fister 
of M-s. Xealman. Miss Favors had 
witnessed the murder of her sister, how¬ 
ever. and made her esuupe. Not being 
able to find th? Favors girl. Brown re¬ 
turned to where his victim lay and fired 
a load of shot Into her dead body. 

When arrested Brown denied all 
of the crime. Subsequently 
be told a story* implicating his sister. 
Mrs. Lizzie Stringer, saying she had 
quarreled with the Nealman and Favors 
women and h*- had gom* to kill them 
on this account. Later he rr.sd^ a con¬ 
fession connecting hlr- brother-in-law. 
Richard Stringer, with the crime. In 
this confession he said he was not even 
acquainted with his victim, and killed 
her solely because Stringer had urged 
and persuaded him to do so. 

When the last confession was made 
Brown was very low with pneumonia. 
When convalescent, hearing that the 
Favors woman was in town, he said he 
wished he had a shotgun so that he 
could kill her. then he would not care 
for consequences. When the grand Jury 
Investigated the confession of Brown, 
Stringer, who had been arrested, was 
released, and Mrs. Stringer was held as 
an accessory. Her trial will come up at 
the February term.

FIRST TESTIMONY GIVEN 

In Trial of Charles Dunn For Mur¬ 
der In Fort Wayne. 

Ft Wayne. Ind., Oct. 24.—The first tes¬ 
timony In the case against Charles Dunn 
for the murder of little Alice Cothrell 
was taken this morning. Sixty-five wit¬ 
nesses for the State were sworn at the 
opening of court. 

In the opening statement by Prosecut¬ 
ing Attorney E. V. Emerlek he said 
that Dunn had met the child near his 
barn, enticed her into the place and 
there attempted to assault her. She 
tried to scream and he caught her about 
the neck with such force as to break a 
small bone. He then strangled her to 
death and concealed the body until 
night, when he carried It into the house 
and dropped it into the cistern. The 
prose* itor said that witnesses would be 
introduced to bear out this theory of 
the poor girl’s death. 

Mrs Cothrell. mother of the dead girl, 
was the first witness called. She Is a 
woman of Intelligence, about forty 
years old. and gave her testimony in a 
most convincing manner. She wa* wash. 
Ing on July 2. the day of Alice’s disap¬ 
pearance. and went to the Dunn home 
after breakfast to get some water. Dunn 
drew the water for her. and Alice help d 
her to carry It home. The family ate 
dinner, and shortly afterward Alice 
went to Dunn's home on an errand Mrs. 
Cothrell saw her then for the last time 
alive. At 2 o'clock Mrs Cothrell re¬ 
turned to the Dunn home for more wa¬ 
ter, and on leaving closed both lids of 
the cistern. Alice’s absence was not 
noticed until supper time, and then a 
search began. 

Sunday morning, five days after the 
child disappeared. Dunn met her In the 
garden, cursed her. and said: 

•'You've been telling stories about me 
having done something with Alice and 
put her in my cistern. I've searched 
that cistern and she Isn’t there.*' 

It was six hours afterward that Alice’s 
body was found there On Wednesday 
Mrs. Cothrell was at th** Dunn home and 
Mrs. Dunn said something about hear¬ 
ing screams on the day of the girl’s dis¬ 
appearance. Dunn turned angrily to hia 
wife and said: 

’’Shut your - mouth. You are al¬ 

ways making trouble for some one.” 

Cross-examination failed to shake tier 
testimony.

Remarkable Document Left By For¬ 
mer Tennessee Man. 

Terre Haute. Ind., Oct. 24.—Th*- will 
of Win Sanderlln. at one time a lead¬ 
ing citizen of Tennessee, who recognized 
part of fils negroes as being on an 
equality with his own children, has 
been received here, to be ua-d in the 
claim of a wife of u TVrre Haute negro 
barber, who was on** of the colored 
beneficiaries. Many years ago she re¬ 
ceived $1,000 from the estate, but she 
has reason now to believe that she was 
entitled to $10,000. 

The wiU is a remarkable document. In 
it S&nderliu says. i give my s**ul to 
God and my body to the discretion or 
my friends. I give and beqeath to my 
thirteen colored children that I have 
set free In the Slate of Ohio and State 
of Indiana and al?»* to tne two daugh¬ 
ters of my natural s**n, one shure, or 
the fourteenth pari of the one-half of 
my estate. My will and desire is that 
at iny death the executor* tak* 1 ifie 
three small colored children to Evans¬ 
ville. put the boys out to som** good 
trade and find a good place for the girl 
child." 

The woman In Terre Haute was the 
youngest of thirteen colored children 
named In the will. She has learned that 
the estate was valued ut $250,000 at ttte 
time of the d-ath of ^iimlerlm. Judge 
Hawley has received a letter from Mrs. 
Ml lei. of Chicago, who Is the ‘Kliza 
Ann" of the will. Sh* says irtie received 
only a few hundred dollars from the 
estate.

Declares That He Will Sacrifice His 
Life Before He Will 
Give Her Up. 


THE MOTHER ABANDONS HOPE. 


Hodgenville. Ky., Oct 24—[Special.] 
—A telegram received here to-night 
from Toblnsport, Ind., states that Jacob 
Reynolds, abductor of little Annie 
Clark, has eluded the officers at that 
place and has made his escape with the 
child. The message states that the 
police of all the cities In Indiana had 
been notified to be on the lookout for 
Reynolds and the child and that prl 
vate detectives had been put to work 
on the case. 

Reynolds, who. It Is alleged, has 
stolen the child, claims that he is her 
father, the child having been born out 
of wedlock. He left a note to the 
child's mother stating that he had kid¬ 
naped the girl and would retain her In 
his possession at the peril of his life. 
The note further stated that the mother 
would never see her child again. 

Mrs. Clark, mother of the missing 
girl, was In tow r n to-day in company 
with her husband. She was seen by 
the Courier-Journal correspondent, and 
asked If the statement made by Rey¬ 
nolds was true. 

’’Legally the child Is not his," she 
said. "His statement that he is the 
father of the child Is true, but my pres¬ 
ent husband has adopted It as his and 
Reynolds has no claim upon her." 

• • • 

Story of the Trouble. 

Mr. Clark was seen and gave out the 
full story of the trouble. In which he 
said: 

••Reynolds Is the father of Annie 
Years ago, when he and the mother of 
the child w T ere young, they fell in love. 
Parental objections to a marriage drove 
them to Indiana, where they proposed 
to marry, but their youthfulness pre¬ 
vented that and they lived together for 
several years as man and wdfe, al¬ 
though they were not married. Finally 
Reynolds tired of her and the girl was 
forced to come home to her i>arents. 
The child was born shortly afterwards. 
Reynolds was arrested on the charge 
of abduction, but was pardoned. He 
left this State for several years. When 
Reynolds returned to his ohl^Jiome he 
tried to persuade my wrife to let him 
have the girl. But to no avail, and one 
day as she w*as coming home from 
school he kidnaped her. 

"My marriage to the girl’s mother 
follow’ed. I have adopted the child us 
my own and I will have possession of It 
if It costs a fortune.” 

The girl’s mother said she had loved 
Reynolds desperately at one time and 
was willing to truirt her honor to him,, 
but h* had deceived her and now she 
despised him and would prosecute him 
to the law’'s extent.

Mother Gives Up Hope. 

Mrs. Ida Clark is the daughter of a 
prominent business man of Green coun¬ 
ty and was the belle of the neighbor¬ 
hood at the time of her elopement with 
Reynolds. She was married recently 
to Mr. S. B. Clark, a well-to-do farmer 
of Green county. The prominence of 
the people concerned has caused wide¬ 
spread Interest to be manifested In the 
case. 

Mrs. Clark said to-night that she was 
afraid the child would never be re¬ 
turned to her. 

“There Is no telling what he will do 
with her," she said. "He took my 
babe to have revenge on me. and Heav¬ 
en knows 1 have done him no wrong. 
He has caused me a lifetime of sorrow 
and r**morse already, and io take my 
darling from rne* is more than I can 
bear." 

The mother is greatly bereaved over 
the affuir and refuses consolation.

LOWER RATES ASKED. 

Chattanooga Merchants Confer With

Chattanooga. Tenn.. Oct 24.—A com¬

It was also claimed 
that one of the arm bones was cut 
shorter than the other, which prevented 
the healing of the wound and ieudered 
It Impossible for the flesh to cover the 
bone in such manner as to heal. Other 
defects and unskilled actions were al¬ 
leged. as a result of which It Is al¬ 
leged the arm remains sore and the 
bones protrude through the skin and 
are entirely uncovered. This. It is | 
stated, will cause the bones to decom- j 
pose, and it will be necessary io have I 
his arm resected. Other defects ami 
injuries ure allege!. 

The court. In concluding the opinion, j 
states. 

The evki nee of the plaintiff tended to 
show that lie had suffered consld rafale ' 
nv iital and physical pain the result of 
Ids treatment and that tn all prebabitty 
a new amputation would have to be

Ruinous Reciprocity. 

Among the reciprocity treaties nego¬ 
tiated by President McKinley and not 
confirmed by the Senate was one with 
the Argentine Republic. One of the 
salient features of this agreement was 
that in consideration of a reduction by 
Argentina of the duties charged there 
on agricultural Implements, there should 
be a reduction of 20 per cent. In the 
duties on wool coming from the Ar¬ 
gentine Republic to the United States. 
This reduction was very vigorously re¬ 
sisted as ruinous to the wool Interest of 
the United 8tates. 

How keenly the wool growers feel 
about this treaty may be Inferred from 
a remark made In a recent speech by 
Senator Warren, of Wyoming, who la 
President of the National Wool Grow¬ 
ers' Association. He said that the en- 


In rcc:proclty arrange¬ 
ments. Wool Is selected here for mention ; 
because of the expressions of Senator 
Warren with reference to the dreadful 
effect of reciprocity on the wool grow¬ 
ers In fact, there Is probably not an 
article mentioned for reduction in any 
of the reciprocity treaties that might 
not easily suffer a reduction of one-fifth 
in the rate of duty without any injury 
to the producers at home.

What 
a danger this treaty would be to the 
wool lnustry may be Inferred by refer¬ 
ence to an iflvolce of wool recently re¬ 
ceived in Boston from Argentina It 
cost at Buenos Ayres, in American gold. 
$22,212, and the duties on it amounted 
to I30.144.ii4, or about 135 per cent, ad 
valorem. If these duties were scaled 20 
per cent., os provided by the reciprocity 
treaty, they would still amount to 108 
per centum, ad valorem. 

How serious such a cut would be may 
be inferred from a discussion In the 
New York Sun. a very strenuous pro¬ 
tection paper, of the effect of the prefer, 
ential duties given by Canada to Great 
Britain. The Sun was not discussing 
reciprocity in this article, but Its state 
ments have a bearing on the subject, 
nevertheless. The Sun alludes to the fact 
that on August 1, 1898, the duties on 
goods entering Canada from Great Brit¬ 
ain were reduced 25 per cent., a prefer 
entiat arrangement chiefly leveled at the 
United States. The Sun does not men 
tlon that the preference was afterward 
raised to 33 per cent., so we will let It 
go at 25. Great Britain was our most 
formidable competitor for Canadian 
trade, and It seems to have been ex¬ 
pected to Injure our trade In that quar 
ter materially. The Sun says, how 
ever, that Great Britain hss derived no 
benefit from the preferential tariff. In 
the year preceding the preference we 
furnished 60.22 per cent, of Canada’s im 
ports and Great Britain 24.86 per cent. 
In 1900 we furnished 60.75 and Great 
Britain 24.77. The change was Imma¬ 
terial, but such as took place was in our 
favor. 

Now for the application. If 25 p$r cent, 
preference for our rival did us no harm 
in our trade with Canada, why should 
20 per cent, reduction tn the duties on 
wool ruin that Industry, In spite of the 
fact that it still leaves more than 100 
per cent, protection? The same general 
principle applies lo the other reciprocity 
treaties, which were negotiated under 
Section 4 of the Dlngley act, which pro¬ 
vides for giving & reduction of not more 


The Case of Gen. Buller. 

The dismissal of Gen. Sir Rcdvers 
Buller from the command of the First 
army corps show's that the British War 
Department has yielded to popular 
clamor at last. It also shows In a new 
and striking light the traditional stub- 
bornesa of the Briton. Gen. Buller was 
dismissed Indirectly because his con¬ 
duct of the war In South Africa had 
not been successful, but directly be¬ 
cause of his statement In a speech on 
October 10 that he had thought Gen. 
White would have to surrender Lady¬ 
smith and had offered to share the re¬ 
sponsibility. It was immediately after 
the battle of Colenso that he sent the 
fateful message, the particulars of 
which he detailed as follows In the 
objectionable speech: 

‘The message 1 had to send to 8lr 
George White was that I had attacked, 
that 1 had failed, that 1 could not possi¬ 
bly make another attempt for a month, 
nnd then 1 was certain I could not do It 
except by slow fighting, und not by rush¬ 
ing. That woe the message I had to send, 
and I had to ask him certain questions. 

wrote the telegram out, and I read It 
through several times, and I said: ‘It 
Is a mean thing to send a telegram like 
that. He will sit still till the end. What 
about his slck?‘ 1 was In command of 
Natal and it was my duty to give my 
subordinate some assistance, some lead, 
something that In the event of his de¬ 
termining to surrender he would be able 
to produce and say, ‘Well. Sir Red vers 
Buller agreed.* 

I, therefore, spatchcocked Into the 
middle of that telegram a sentence In 
which I suggested It would be necessary 
to surrender the garrison, what he ahould 
do when he surrendered, and how he 
should do It. 1 put It after one question 
he had to nnswer, and followed It with 
another question. I did not like to sug¬ 
gest to a man 1 believed to be a brave 
soldier that he should do this. that, or 
the other, but I put in the sentence in 
order that if he found he was obliged to 
surrender It would be some sort of cover 
for him. In fact, what I felt at the time 
was that if surrender camo I should be 
just as responsible for It as he was. and 
I did not mean to stand up and say It 
wus all his fault.” 

On the face of tt, this teems a gen¬ 
erous action on his part. He had been 
defeated himself, he believed Gen. 
White would probably have to surren¬ 
der and he hellographed his subordi¬ 
nate that should the latter give up Gen. 
Buller would stand by him. The mis¬ 
take he made was in ignoring the Brit¬ 
ish tradition of fighting to the last, the 
stubborn spirit that was shown at 
Londonderry, Lucknow and at hun¬ 
dreds of belengured places, and w f hlch 
Sir George White and Baden-Powell 
were still to show at Ladysmith and 
Mafeklng. They held out agnlnst the 
hardships and the sickness, and the 
Boers* want of persistence In offensive 
fighting finally permitted their escape. 
Gen. Buller thought all In Ladysmith 
depended upon him. and therefore the 
message to Sir George White and his 
little army of heroes, and now* the dis¬ 
missal. 

It Is the old story of the General 
whose prestige disappeared in disaster. 
In war nothing succeeds but success, 
and that is why the British laud the 
staid Wellesley above the marvelous 
Bonaparte. Of all the great soldiers 
of antiquity, Hannibal Is about the 
only one whose fame has survived 
crushing defeat. Yet the best of com¬ 
manders have fought and surrendered 
to superior force and inferior skill, os 
did Lee and Johnston. In the case of 
South Africa the world had misjudged 
the situation from the start In antici¬ 
pating an easy victory for the British 
troops. Gen. Buller found out his mis¬ 
take after very hard fighting. Just as 
Gen. Methuen and other commanders 
did, but Johnny Bull at home has never 
opened his eyes. He prefers to think 
that the brave men who went to South 
Africa were led by Incompetents rath¬ 
er than admit that the enemy were ably 
officered nnd were, because of their 
knowledge of the country and being 
acclimatised, better soldiers than his 
countrymen. The remarkable tactical 
success of Gen. Roberta, who so easily 
captured the only army that fought 
him, has strengthened this belief, not¬ 
withstanding the Ill-fortune of Gen. 
Kitchener. Kitchener Is a great deal 
better soldier than Buller, but no 
braver man. and because he has not 
been able to annihilate the Boers there 
are also loud demands for his recall. 
Soon he may meet tne fate of Buller, 
perhaps for less reason. 

In this connection the Johannesburg 
correspondent of the Cologne Gazette, 
a Journal with no fondness for Eng¬ 
land. said In a cablegram published 
October 22: 

•'However severe may be the criticisms 
to which the British army is exposed In 
England, every impartial observer here 
knows that under the circumstances it 
has achieved ail that could have been 
achieved. It Is doubtful If any other 
army could have done more. 

“From a financial point of view any 
other nation would have succumbed to 
the strain of this war.” 


The Health of Havana. 

The report of Surgeon W. C. Gorgas. 
Chief Sanitary Officer of Havana, for 
the month of September, shows & oon- 
tlnued and marked Improvement In san¬ 
itary conditions In the chief city of Cu 
ba. The health conditions were the best 
ever attained In that city In any month. 

The smallest number of deaths in 
any preceding month since 1889—which 
seems to be the period covered by 
available statistics—was In Februaiy, 
1901, when the deaths numbered 408. Th 
least number in any preceding Septem¬ 
ber was in 1899, when there wtre 496. 
In September of this year the deaths 
were only 339. In September, 1893, how¬ 
ever, the deaths numbered 2,397. This 
was under Spanish rule, and was 
the maximum for the eleven years. The 
average number of deaths in September 


during the period mentioned was 877.- 
45. In percentages the maximum annual 
death rate on the basis of the Septem¬ 
ber mortality was 123.12 p^r thousand 
Inhabitants: the minimum before this 
year, 24.48; average 42.18. For Septem¬ 
ber. 1901, the death rate (per annum) 
was 15.64. 

For the purpose of showing by com¬ 
parison how small a rate this is for 
Havana. Dr. Gorgas gives figures from 
a number of large cities for periods of 
four weeks or a month during last sum¬ 
mer, which Is perhaps not altogether a 
fair basis. However, he shows that for 
the four weeks ending September 14, 
London had a death rate of 16.57; Paris, 
for four weeks ended September 7, 17.- 
68; Berlin, for four we^ks ended August 
24, 24.26; Manila, for the month of June, 
30.89. 

The deaths from yellow fever In Ha¬ 
vana last month numbered only two. 
The average for the eleven years pre¬ 
ceding In the month of September was 
seventy. The whole number of deaths 
from this disease since April 1 has 
been five, aa against thlrty-slx, the 
minimum for the eleven years preced¬ 
ing, and an average of 296. These figures 
Indicate a revolution In the dfath rate 
from this source, and show that the 
disease has b*en practically extirpated. 
A large decrease In the mortality from 
malarial fever and tuberculosis Is also 
shown by the statistics. 

The reason assigned for the practical 
extirpation of yellow fever In the city 
of Havana Is that one hundred men 
have been engaged dally, since March 
1, in killing mosquitoes In every way 
they knew how. The decrease of deaths 
from other causes is accounted for by 
the improvement in general sanitation, 
especially In the Interior hygiene of 
houses. The streets have been kept 
clean, and there has been a house to 
house inspection to force the people to 
keep their dwellings in good condition. 

This is the first year, says Dr. Gorgas. 
that It has been known that yellow fev¬ 
er was conveyed by the mosquito, and 
the disinfection has been carried out 
since February on that theory. He at¬ 
tributes the surprising results to this 
fact, and thinks that the discovery has 
solved the yellow fever problem. 

The exemption of Cuban cities, es¬ 
pecially Havana, from the ravages of 
yellow fever means a great deal to the 
people of the United States, who have 
suffered so much from the disease in¬ 
troduced from Cuba. Since American 
sanitation has shown by eloquent ex¬ 
ample that it is possible to stamp out 
yellow fever in Cuba, the United States 
will doubtless Inslat that it shall be 
kept out after the American occupation 
ceases. It is only a question of care and 
money, and It is worth much more than 
it costs. 


Some of the society women of New 
York who have been taking an active 
part In the campaign—or going through 
the motion of taking an active part- 
had a meeting of their own the other 
day and Invited one of the candidates 
they were supporting—Justice Jerome— 
to address them. Justice Jerome ad¬ 
dressed them, but the address was very 
different from what they had expected. 
He told them to abandon their Idea of 
going below Fourteenth street with 
their peculiar plan of campaign. The 
people there, he declared, “have quite 
as much pride as you have and per¬ 
haps know more about the issues of 
the campaign than you do. You go 
down there In your carriage, with your 
coachman on the box. wearing your 
new fall bonnet, and say: * We're so In¬ 
terested in good government. You will 
have your husband vote for Mr. Low 
when he comes home, won’t you? Here 
are these tracts. 1 don't know exactly 
what they are about, but they will help 
you some.* Why, you lose more votes 
In tenement houses in a day than we 
can make In a week.” If Justice Jer¬ 
ome Is not careful he will Incur the 
hostility of the lady politicians and run 
aheiid of his ticket. 


The Pan-American Exposition at 
Buffalo will close on the night of No¬ 
vember 2, a date so near now that the 
accountants are able to estimate the 
loss which It will entail. This they 
place at $4,000,000. The stockholders 
subscribed $2,500,000. and will get none 
of It back. Contractors who built the 
exposition will lose $1,000,000; an issue 
of $500,000 second mortgage bonds and 
20 per cent, of the first mortgage bonds 
will be defaulted. It Is said that the 
contractors, who did their work under 
the act of incorporation, which express¬ 
ly states that the directors and stock¬ 
holders shall not be held liable for de¬ 
ficiencies, will go Into the courts and 
endeavor to have the act declared un¬ 
constitutional. Altogether it is a bad 
showing from a financial standpoint, 
though the exposition has been worth 
to Buffalo every cent of its cost. 


Some people appear to be interesting 
themselves in the question aa to 
whether Czolgosz can be Induced lo re¬ 
nounce anarchy before his death. It 
must be easy for these people to In¬ 
terest themselves. To othere It Is no 
concern whether or not this creature, 
after having done the infernal work of 
anarchy, shall “renounce anarchy." 
The only remaining Interest In his case 
Is that he shall be put out of the world 
as quickly and with as little maudlin 
nonsense as possible.

AND LIVES TO TELL THE TALE. AGAINST THE REV. B.A. CHERRY 


DARING FEAT OF A MICHIGAN 
SCHOOL TEACHER. 


NOT A BONE WAS BROKEN. 


Says She Is Not Sorry She Did It “If 
It Would Help Her Fi¬ 
nancially.” 


BUT ONCE IS ENOUGH FOR HER. 


Niagara Falls, N. Y., Oct. 24.—Mrs. 
Annie Edson Taylor, fifty years old, 
went over Niagara Falls on the Ca¬ 
nadian side this afternoon and survived, 
a feat never before accomplished and 
never attempted except in the deliberate 
commission of suicide. She made the 
trip In a bkrrcl. 

Not only did she survive, but escaped 
without a broken bone, her only appar¬ 
ent injury being a scalp wound one and 
one-half Inches long, a slight concussion 
of the brain, some shock to her nervous 
system and bruises about the body. She 
was conscious when taken out of the 
barrel. The doctors In attendance upon 
her to-night said that though she was 
somewhat hysterical, her condition is 
not at all serious, and that she probably 
will be out of bed in a few days. 

Mrs. Taylor's trip covered a mile ride 
through the Canadian rapids before she 
reached the brink of the precipice. Her 
barrel, stanch as a barrel could be made, 
was twirled and buffeted through those 
delirious waters, but escaped serious 
contact with rocks. As It passed through 
the smoother, swifter waters that rushed 
over into the abyss, it rode In an al¬ 
most perpendicular position, with its 
upper half out of the water.

A MURDER CASE ON TRIAL. 


As it passed over the brink It rode 
at an angle of about forty-five degrees 
on the outer surface of the deluge and 
descended gracefully to the white foam¬ 
ing waters. 158 feet below. 

True to her calculations, the anvil 
fastened to the bottom of the barrel 
kept It foot downward, and so It landed. 
Had It turned over and landed on its 
head. Mrs. Taylor’s head must have 
been crushed In and her neck broken. 

The ride through the rapids occupied 
eighteen minutes. It was 4:23 o'clock 
when the barrel took its leap. It could 
not be seen as It struck the water be¬ 
low. because of the spray, but In less 
than half a minute after It passed over 
the brink it was seen on the surface of ! 
the scum-covered water below the falls. * 1 
It was carried swiftly down to the green 
water beyond the scum; then half way 
to the Maid of the Mist landing, and 
was caught In what is known as the 
Maid of the Mist eddy and held there 
until floated so close to the shore that 
It was reached by means of a pole and 
hook and drawn In upon the rocks at 
4:40 o’clock, seventeen minutes after It 
shot the cataract. 

• • • 

Will Never Do It Again. 

The woman was lifted from the barrel 
and half an hour later she lay on a cot 
at her boarding place, In Niagara Falls, 
on the American side. She said she 
would never do it again, but that ahe 
was not sorry she did it. "If It would 
help her financially.'* 

She said she had prayed all during 
the trip except during "a few moments'' 
of unconsciousness Just after her de¬ 
scent. 

The barrel In which Mrs. Taylor made 
the Journey Is four and one-half feet 
high and about three feet in diameter. A 
leather harness and cushions Inside pro¬ 
tected her body. Air was secured 
through a rubber tube connected with 
a small opening near the top of the 
barrel. 

Mrs. Taylor is a school teacher and 
recently came here from Bay City. Mich. 

Wants To Lift a Mortgage. 

Bay City, Mich.. Oct. 24.—Mrs. Anna 
E. Taylor, of this city, who went over 
Niagara Falls in a barrel to-day, before 
leaving here said she desired to attract 
the attention of museum and theatrical 
managers in order to secure money to 
provide a home for herself. She said 
she was the owner of a ranch In Texus 
left by a relative, which was heavily 
mortgaged. She claimed she could re¬ 
ceive advances of salary sufficient to 
meet the obligations._ 

RENEWED RACE TROUBLES 
AND NEW FORCE BILL LIKELY. 


Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 24.—[Special.]— 
The expected sensation came before the 
Tennessee Methodist Conference in Pu¬ 
laski to-day, when Bishop Fitzgerald 
called the name of the Rev. B. A. 
Cherry, pastor of the Lebanon church, 
when the characters had to be reviewed. 

"Lebanon Station, B. A. Cherry,” the 
bishop read wlowly. 

When the*, words fell from his lips 
there was an added hush to the silli¬ 
ness pervading the church, and every¬ 
body leaned forward toward the chan¬ 
cel and strained their ears to hear what 
the presiding elder would say. He did 
not make the usual statement: “Nothing 
against him, bishop," but In a subdued 
voice, with something of a tremor In it, 
Dr. Haggard saJd: 

*'It Is my painful duty to state that In 
the latter part of the year I heard of 
certain rumors touching the moral char¬ 
acter of Brother Cherry. A committee 
was appointed, and, after Investigating 
the matter. It found a trial necessary. 
I hive all of the necessary papers In the 
case, and will turn them over to the 
conference to do with as It sees fit. 
Brother Cherry Is not here, but he holds 
himself In readiness to come whenever 
you wish to have him.” 

The Rev. T. A. Ktrley, who was Mr. 
Cherry’s attorney before the committee 
that Investigated the case, spoke up at 
the conclusion of the presiding elder's 
statement, and said: 

“I will speak for Mr. Cherry whenever 
It becomes necessary.” 

The Bishop—Now is the time. 

Mr. Kerley—I have notltlng to say 
now. 

The Bishop—The committee has said 
that a trial Is necessary, and If you de¬ 
sire It, I will appoint a committee of 
nine or thirteen to try this case. Broth¬ 
er Kerley will represent Brother Cherry, 
ami Brother T. H. Hinson has been 
chosen to prosecute the rase. 

The committee was appointed as fol¬ 
low*. W. F. Tillett, chairman; G. C. 
Kelley. D. B. Coleman, B. H. Johnson. 
B. F. Isom. S. L. Fain. W. H. Klyce, 
F. E. Alford, J. W. Hannw and J. K. 
Lee. W. H. Johnson was made secre¬ 
tary and he and the chairman have no 
vote. The committee read the testimony 
before the first Investigating court, 
when It was learned that other testi¬ 
mony would be adduced. They notified 
Cherry, who reached Pulaski to-night. 
He has surrendered his credentials. Tt»c 
trial will be resumed to-morrow and 
will require two days. 

By motion the conference decided to 
hold an afternoon session to-morrow for 
the purpose of selecting delegates to the 
next general conference. A number of 
addresses were made to-day and the 
characters of preachers passed upon. ,

Booker Washlngi >n, 
he says, has achieved his notoriety by 
appealing* to thoughtless people; that 
he Is’quite unpopular with his race and 
his popularity will henceforth commence 
to wane.

“Washington’s tour i>f the .loath d's- 
gusted a majority of the negroes, and 
when h** accepted the lnvltiru-i to dine 
with the President he committed a 
gro-s error oml brought reproach « n 
the negro race. At the same time the 
President must share this reproach with 
him, but he is deserving of no sympathy 
whatever. The negroes want no social 
equal! y; all they want Is an opportuni¬ 
ty « make an honest living and dwell 
together in harmony with their wh t? 
n- ghbora. and if left alone from the 
outside they will do this.”

GO OVER TO NOVEMBER 7. 


JUDGE EVANS REFUSES TO TRY 
CASES SEPARATELY. 


WITNESSES WERE ABSENT. 


After an Interval of two years from 
the time of the alleged oift-nse, H. H. 
Mullln, Robert Lock* and J. J- O’Neil 
wit be brought to trial on November T 
to answer the charge of having Inter¬ 
fered with negroes* in the free exercise 
of the right of suffrage. The c da tea 
back to the Ooebel-Taylor election. No- 
vember 7, 1899. The trial was to have 
begun yesterday, but owing to the In¬ 
ability of the Commonwealth to procure 
certain witnesses, ©aid to be Important. 
District Attorney Hill asked for a post¬ 
ponement, aud Judge Evans then set 
the case for November 7. 

The two most important witnesses 
who did not answer to their names 
yesterday are R. T. Anderson, the negro 
judge In the precinct where the fiauds 
are alleged to have been committed, and 
Architect Adolph Hallenberg. Judge 
Evans ordered attachments for these 
men. and fixed bail in each case at 
$250. 

Immediately after the court had con¬ 
vened Judge Evans considered the mo¬ 
tion for separate trials made by Judge 
Gordon, attorney for the defendants, in 
refusing the motion. Judge Evans gaid. 

TIUs case has been tried twice here and 
the court is familiar with tin? evidence. 
The former trial* liavc token up con¬ 
siderable time, and If separate trials 
should t>' granted It will take as long to 
try each one «* to try them Jointly. 

I sec nothing In the cases which dif¬ 
ferentiates them from any other cases 

? rowing out of a charge of conspiracy. 

fuJI to see how the ends of justice could 
be furthered by granting the motion 
made yesterday, and It Is accordingly 
overruled. 

This election esse has excited more 
Interest than any case tried before the 
Federal Court for a long time. The 
point raised was a new one. and the es¬ 
tablishing of It meant a precedent In 
Federal law. Originally there were four 
men. the three present defendants and 
another. W. F. Crltee. who died in Che 
City Hospital from paralysis about six 
months ago. 

The men were indicted under Section 
6.507 of the Federal statute*, which 
makes* It a felony for two or more per¬ 
sons to conspire to prevent colored men 
from exercising the right of suffrage. 

The first trial, which was In April, 
1900, resulted in a hung jury. At the 
second trial. In October. 1900, the de¬ 
fendants were found guilty as charged, 
and were sentenced to three years* Im¬ 
prisonment In the State prison at Nash¬ 
ville. Tenn., and to pay a fine of $100 
each. 

An appeal was taken to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals at Cin¬ 
cinnati. and the decision of the lower 
court was reversed, on the grounds that 
Judge Evans had commented on the bad 
character of the defendants in his In¬ 
structions to the Jury. The case wu* re¬ 
manded to Judge Evans* court for re¬ 
trial. 

The bond In each case was originally 
flx^d at $7,600. but Crlt**^ bond was sub¬ 
sequently reduced to $3 000 when he was 
attacked by his lam lllnefM. An Indem¬ 
nity bond holds the men safe.

MAYOR MAY VETO INVES¬

Believes $10,000 To Examine Water 
Works Books Is Political

When the Council meets to-night It Is 
not Impossible that they will have to 
deal with the Mayor's veto of the reso¬ 
lution appropriating $10,000 for an In¬ 
vestigation of the affairs of the Water 
Company. While Mayor Weaver does 
not question the right of the General 
Council and the Sinking Fund to order 
an Investigation at any time, he does 
not believe that an investigation Is need¬ 
ed now or that Its cost. If held, should

When an Alderman. Mr. Weaver intro¬ 
duced a resolution for an Investigation 
of the affairs of the Water Company 
covering a period from 1855 to 1S90. The 
cost was $9,700. If any investigation Is 
to be held. Mayor Weaver holds that It 
should only cover th** period from 1890 
to 1901, the cost of which should fall be¬ 
tween $3,000 and $5,000. The Republican 
majority Is strong enough to pass the 
resolution over the Mayor’s veto, and, 
If the money Is set aside to-night, the 
work of Investigation will be begun at 
once.

Knoxville, Term., Oct. 24 j—LS pecial.]— 
Not since the national reftnlon of the 
j Sons of Veterans In this city in 1895. at 
which William McKinley was the cen¬ 
tral figure, have ao large a number of 
veterans of the Union army been ostem- 
bled In Knoxville as there w’ere to-day. 
The occasion was the dedication and 
unvellijtg of the magnificent monument 
erected to the memory of the dead Ten¬ 
nesseeans who fell la battle or other¬ 
wise died in service during the Civil 
War. Not only were the Federal vet¬ 
erans present, but many Confederate 
veterans joined In the ceremonies. 

The monument, which Is an imposing 
structure, stands In the National ceme¬ 
tery In this city, in w»hlch are burled 
over 2,000 Federal soldiers. It Is built 
of Tennessee marble and Is a monument 
to the beauty of this world-famed stone, 
as it Is to the memory of the dead. It 
wai designed and erected by Knoxville 
people. It tow*ers about sixty feet above 
the ground. 

• • • 

Orator of the Day. 


The orator of the day was Judge New¬ 
ton Hacker, of Jonesboro, Tenn., a Fed¬ 
eral veteran, who Is well known all 
over the State. Several other prominent 
Federal veterans were also present a a 
speakers. Reports were made showing 
the history of the monument movement 
and giving figures as to its cost, which 
was $11,000, every cent of which was 
raised before the unveiling. The com¬ 
mittee In charge of Its erection at no 
time contracted for more work than 
there was money In sight with which to 
pay for it. This Is one reason for the 
prolonged time In completing It, the cor¬ 
ner-stone, which Is Immediately above 
the top step, having been laid October 
15. 1896. 

The Idea of building a monument for 
the Tennessee Federal dead wag first 
formally suggested by Cok H. C. Whit¬ 
taker, of New Market. Tenn., during his 
administration as Department Com¬ 
mander, In 1892-93.

Monument Unique. 


This monument Is unique In that It 
has an inner room, reached by the two 
gates, and on the walls of this room 
are six marble tablets giving historic 
Information. A beautiful art glass win¬ 
dow Illuminates this room, which Is 
elaborately tiled with Tennessee marble. 
On the exterior are two tablets on either 
side of the two doors. One of these 
reads: 

To the Tenneaaee men wbo laid down 
their Uvc# in a voluntary sacrifice on 
Freedom’s altar; who endured with forti¬ 
tude temporary banishment from their 
mountain homes; who followed the flag 
they loved on wore* of battlefields, and 
who fell valiantly contending for nati nal 
unity, this monument is lovingly erected 
by their surviving comrades and friends. 

The second exterior tablet reads: 

Rest on. embalmed and sainted dead. 
Dear as the blood ye gave; 

No Impious footsteps here shall tread 
The herbage of your grave; 

Nor shall your ghory be forgot 
While Fiuno her reoord keeps, 

Or honor paints the hallowed spot 
Where valor proudly sleeps. 

Immediately under theae lines Is an In¬ 
scription giving figures which are of¬ 
ficial:

APPEAL TO COURT. 


HARRISON COUNTY POLITICAL 
CONTROVERSY TO BE 
DECIDED 


BY JUDGE APPLEGATE TO'DAY. 


Two Men Claim Democratic Nomina¬ 
tion For County Attorney, and 
An Injunction Is Secured. 


Cynthiona, Ky., Oct. 24.—[Special.]— 
The Democratic County Executive 
Committee met In this city to-day and 
another Interesting chapter was added 
to the story of political confusion which 
has existed here for several weeks. Le¬ 
gal proceedings haie been instituted 
and the courts will have to settle the 
controversy. 

The muddle grew out of J. J. Os¬ 
borne’s appointment as Democratic 
nominee for Circuit Judge to succeed 
Judge Kennedy. Osborne was also the 
nominee for County Attorney and did 
not resign until after the fifteenth day 
before the election. On that day M. G. 
Land filed a petition with over two hun¬ 
dred names on It, and the County Clerk 
decided to place Land’s name under the 
rooster, deciding Osborne could nut hold 
two nominations. To-day County Chair¬ 
man Smith filed Osborne’s resignation 
and named J. Stanley Webster as the 
Democratic nominee under the provis¬ 
ion of the statutes which allows coun¬ 
ty chairmen to fill vacancies where no 
petitions are filed. The Clerk decided 
that Land's petition had been ill* d be¬ 
fore Webster's appointment, and there¬ 
fore decided to give Land the party de¬ 
vice. A s per la! meeting of the County 
Committee was held here to-day and 
decided by a vote of twelve to live that 
Webster Is the nominee. 

Late this afternoon J. J. Osborne, us 
attorney for Webster, secured a tempo¬ 
rary Injunction from the Circuit Clerk, 
preventing the County Clerk ftum 
printing Land's name on th«? ballots 
and ordering him to substitute the 
name of Webster, as the ballots had al¬ 
ready been ordered printed. Still othi-r 
complications of a much mixed situa¬ 
tion may arise. 

Arrangements are to-night being 
made to have a hearing before Judge 
L. T. Applegate at Felmouth, with a 
view to dissolving the Injunction. Mr. 
Applegate was elected by the bar as 
special Judge to preside In Judge Ken¬ 
nedy’s absence at the regular term of 
the Pendleton Circuit Court.

As soon 
as tn* no noon cement of the abrogation of 
the old National agreement was ma«le de¬ 
mand* w*-re Immediately fonvarded to 
Secretary Nick Young for a return of this 
money, but nothing has been done by the 
National League in the matter, and th s 
important matter w'»s dlsroHsed at length 
and will be brought up again to-morrow.

ERTY IN CHICAGO. 


TEACHERS’ TAX CASE DECIDED. 


Illinois Supreme Court Orders Assess¬ 
ment of Capital Stock and Fran¬ 
chises of Twenty Corporations. 


Springfield. Ill., Oct, 24.—The Supreme 
Cou’-t to-day affirmed the Judgment of 
the Circuit Court of Sangamon county 
In what is known as the Chicago teach¬ 
ers* tajc case. Thl* in effect awards a 
writ of mandamus against the State 
Board of Equalization to c nip.! It to 
assess the capital stock. Including the 
franchises, of twenty Chicago corpora¬ 
tions. the fair cash value of whose cap¬ 
ital stock, including franchises over and 
above the value of their tangible prop¬ 
erty. Is alleged to aggregate $235,000,000 
Following are the corporations direct¬ 
ly affected. Chicago City Hallway Co., 
West Chicago Strept Railway Co., North 
Chicago Street Railroad Co.. Chicago 
Union Traction Co.. Peoples Gaslight 
and Coke Co.. Chicago Telephone Co., 
Chicago Edison Co., Chicago Con*olldit. 
ed Traction Co., Chicago Electric Tran¬ 
sit Co.. Chicago and Jefferson Urban 
Transit Co., Evanston Electric Railway 
Co., Cicero and Proviso Stre- 1 RaVw v.

This case was instituted by the State'a 
Attorney of Sangamon county at the 
Instance of the Chicago Teachera* Fed¬ 
eration. It was for a writ of mandamus 
to compel the State Heard of Equaliza¬ 
tion to assess the foregoing corpora¬ 
tions which. It was alleged, had hitherto 
escaped taxation by the board. The 
court holds that the board, In assessing 
corporations, does not as a board of re¬ 
view’. but as an original assessor, and 
that the performance of Its duty to as¬ 
sess th»* fair cash value of capital stock, 
including franchises over and above the 
value of tangible property, may be en¬ 
forced by mandamus. 

The ruling will add over $100,000,000 
to the taxable property In Chicago. 


RESULT WILL BE APPALLING. 

Chicago Corporations May Not Be 
Able To Make Improvements. 

Chicago, Oct. 24—Levy Mayer, who 
Is attorney for two of the traction com¬ 
panies concerned In the decision on Hie 
teachers* tax case, said this afternoon: 

*Tf the equullzeis follow strictly the 
rule ot the court th»* result w-dl be ap¬ 
palling. There 1* such a thing as tax¬ 
ing corporat’on* out of existence. And 
then, with this new burden on them, 
they will not be nblr to make improve¬ 
ments. The tendency will be to reduce 
expenses and the service will suffer. 
The will-known position of the Supreme 
Court In regard to granting rehearlugs 
leads nw to believe that the celebrated 
case is not at an end.'*

BECK DENIES HE 

MADE CONFESSION. 


Alleged Story of How Negroes Suc¬ 
ceeded In Stealing Whisky 
From Barrels. 


Charles Beck, the Center street saloon 
keeper, who Is under arrowt on the 
charge of having unstamped liquor In 
his possession. Is said to have told the 
detectives how the negroes who were 
arrested with him stole whisky from 
their employers. 

Beck and six r.^groes were arrested 
last Friday night. It was charged that 
the negroes, all of whom were team¬ 
sters, were stealing whisky from the 
barrels which they were to deliver. 
Beck was charged with buying it. 
Beck's alleged story Is that the team¬ 
sters would take a l»arre| of whisky to 
a blacksmith shop in th© central part 
of the city and first remove one of the 
steel hoops. Then a hole would b»* bored 
into th© barrel and a steel stem In¬ 
serted. As much whisky would be 
drained as the negroes thought safe. A 
cedar plug would then b* driven Into 
the hole and the hi>op placed In Us 
regular position. The scheme was clev¬ 
er. 

The detectives have so far failed to 
locate the blacksmith shop where this 
was done. Beck also denies that he told 
the story to the detectives. He says 
that he has not seen them since he was 
released on bond, a few minutes after 
his arrest. 

"I have made no confession." lie raid 
last night. “But l don't deny that I 
bought whisky from colored drivers. 1 
thought that they got it at the ware¬ 
houses and got It from their bosses"

In 
welcoming the crowd to Oldham's coun¬ 
ty seat, said the time wa* not far dis¬ 
tant when Lagrange would be annexed 
to Kentucky's metropolis, and perhaps 
It. was no Idle prophecy. The expansion 
of the city la not limited. No hills on 
the east, west or south can confine It. j 
Ten great railway systems and a water, 
way that leads to every great port of 
the world. Why shouldn’t Louisville ex¬ 
pand?

nomical city government; with a low tax 
rate; with more miles of street railway 
than cities much larger; with parks that 
are acknowledged to be among the must 
beautiful of America; with the largest 
whisky, tobacco and cement markets 
In the world; with the largest rchandler 
of tobacco, the second largest manufact¬ 
urer of tobacco, the largest sole leather 
producer, the largest producer of Ken¬ 
tucky jeans In the United States; with 
the largest market for Kentucky live 
stock in the United States; with the 
largest plow factory and the largest 
farm wagon factory' In the country:

Many say the second event of the year, 
the Interstate Fair, was a big failure, 
but. wben It is considered that the c'ty 
profited by the many visitors* presence 
In more ways than one. it was money 
well spent Enough merchant*, com¬ 
ing at the Imitation of the Merchants* 
and Manufacturers' Association, were 
here on cheap rates to more than pay 
the assessments made by the associa¬ 
tion In th? event full fares had been 
charged. 

Tn the second annual horse show, an¬ 
other permanent Institution, with great 
possibilities, was established. Then 
during the year there have hern sev¬ 
eral reunions of ex-Confederates and 
Union men. Each went to add a large 
stone to the great advertising founda¬ 
tion the city is laying for itself. The 
year may be said to have been pro¬ 
ductive of other exceptionally good re¬ 
sults It has brought Lmlsvllle closer 
to Kentucky. The matter-of-facr man 
would say building the city Smith has 
been responsible for this. And he 
would speak literally. Figuratively, 
however, the city is more In the hearts 
of out-ln-the-State people than It was 
ever before This has been brought 
about largely by the Commercial Club 
and Board of Trade excursions to ev¬ 
ery section of the State- the Bluegrars, 

. the Beargra**. the Pennyrile and Fur. 
chase By these excursions the citi¬ 
zens of the district* have been made 
to see rhat Louisville is for Kentucky 
and lhat Kentucky should be for Lou¬ 
isville.

What Autumn Brings. 

Spring had Its prosperity and sum¬ 
mer did not have Its usiia! dullness, 
but the fall of to-day Is the greatest 
season of any year. Half way through 
tt. Louisville finds that It is to he a 
record-breaker. Make inquiries of al¬ 
most of every line of business and you 
will find evidences of this fact There 
are a few—a very few firms- who do 
uot enjoy a phenomenal increase, but 


not one Is to be discovered who will 
challenge the assertion that the bus¬ 
iness world of Loulavllle is moving and 
right rapidly. Shown in the real es¬ 
tate deals, shown In th* nrehltects* 
drawings, shown In the builders' ac¬ 
counts. shown In the heavy movement 
by rail and water, shown In the bank 
clearings, and shown in every market, 
these things are whole straw stacks to 
give the world a line on the business 
currents of Louisville. 

• • * 

Shortage In Freight Cara. 

One of the best Indications this fall 
Is the shortage In all railroad equip¬ 
ment. 

At the office of the superintendent 
of transportation of the Louisville and 
Nashville yesterday afternoon It was 
Si ven out that the road was enjoying 
the greatest prosperity In Its history; 
that there had been a shortage In all 
kinds of cars for the past six weeks, 
but that it had not embarrassed the 
system, as a deficit one day was met 
by a surplus the next. The heavy 
movement In Iron, the cotton crop and 
good business In everything accounted 
for the extra drain on equipment. 

• • • 

A 25 Per Cent, Increase. 

The earning* of all roads bear out 
tha assertion that the season Is the 
best In history. It is told of one road 
that the Increase In bus.ness over last 
year amounts to nearly 25 per cent. 

Mr. Frant: B. Bowes, general freight 
agent of the Illinois Central railroad, 
in speaking of the good autumn for 
his line, said: 

"The business for the past year from 
Louisville and that passing through 
this gateway Is the largest in the his¬ 
tory of the Ijoulsville station, conse¬ 
quently It Is very gratifying. Business 
still continues to Increase, and. In my 
opinion, prospects point to many more 
months of these conditions. It has been 
the policy of our road to encourage the 
building of new factories in the city, 
and in this connection a very satisfac¬ 
tory showing has been the result. I 
hear of many more Industries coming 
within the next year to Louisville to be 
located on our tracks. As to our car 
supplies, we have recently experienced 
at Louisville and other points on the 
system business so h^avy as to cause 
a shortage of cars over our entire line, 
but the management anticipated this 
and has placed large orders for addi¬ 
tional cars of all kinds to handle the 
Increasing freight traffic.” 

The Southern reports that traffic gen¬ 
erally It* heavy. All Its equipment is in 
use. New cars are going Into service 
daily. 

At the Henderson Route offices It was 
the same story—a shortage in cars. The 
company had sustained some loss in 
revenue because of this fact. Mr. Rldge- 
ly Cayce said the earning* recently ex¬ 
ceeded anything in the railroad’s career. 
Local business has been extraordinarily 
heavy, and easrt-bound grain a big fac¬ 
tor. Thirty gondolas of *0.000 pound*' 
capacity have Just been ordered. 

• • • 

Needs 100 Cara More a Day. 

The Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern 
has been unable to supply connecting 
lines with care for shipments over Ita 
lines, although It has more cars to the 
mile than the Pennsylvania or Louis¬ 
ville and Nashviile. All local business 
has been handled, but the road's equip¬ 
ment for this district has been crowded 
to do it. A representative said one hun¬ 
dred more care a day could be used. 

Some difficulty has been experienced 
by the Chesapeake and Ohio In filling 
orders because of a shortage in equip¬ 
ment. 

The Big Four had difficulty in meeting 
the demand promptly. Mr. Homer F. 
Frost, assistant general freight agent, 
said the tonnage movement this year 
was in excess of all former years; that 
all roads were showing Increased earn¬ 
ings. ami they would be still heavier 
with more equipment. He thinks every 
class of trade Is enjoying grejt pros¬ 
perity. 

The business of the Monon h3» been 
exceedingly heavy, but this line has 
been able to take care of all its own 
The Panhandle has the same story to 
relate. This mad ha* about 200.000 cars, 
and Is adding to Up supply dolly. 

• • • 

The Real Estate Signs of Growth, 

A great lessen In the city’s growth 
may be learned In the offices of ail the 
real estate daalere. and especially at the 
windows of the real estate departments 
of the trust companies. Here hundreds 
appear dally to make Inquiry about 
property, and a large per cent, of them 
are strangers In the city. This Is 
shown plainly by the fact that they 
cannot give local references nnd by 
their questions as to how* to reach cer¬ 
tain vacant houses. 

"How do you get to Second and 
Breckinridge?” or, "which car should 
I take for Sixth and Hill?" are in¬ 
quiries along with th< information that 
"we have only been here a week; are 
now at Mrs. Blank's hoarding-house, 
but want to go to housekeeping." 

Mr. Pink Yarble. of th** real estate de¬ 
partment of the Columbia Finance and 
Trust Company, *ay* one strong indi¬ 
cation of the rityT* rapid growth Is the 
inability to furnieh dwellings ami living 
apartment* for people who are com.ng 
to the city daily as strangers, and that 
another evident * Is the correspondence 
with people who contemplate coming 
and are making Inquiries ab »ut the lo¬ 
cation of new enterprises and homes. 
He rays this has been especially he.ivy 
for six months. 

The sake on subdivisions hove be-n 
heavy enough to require work nlirlrt 
and day. There Is a great demand for 
arrange. not only suburban, but out in 
the country, and some big deals are on. 
# • #

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of a boom, but a healthy, reliable In¬ 
crease In the business. One of the best 
Indications Is the great variety of the 
property changing hands. While the 
best property In what may be termed 
the 'enchanted district' Is selling at 
greatly increased prices, there are many 
sales In less desirable localities. This 
would Indicate that there is a market 
for almost every kind of property at 
some price. The sales of vacant lota 
have been more encouraging lately, 
which is always a favorable sign. It 
Is also apparent that the encourage¬ 
ment given to new factories by ex¬ 
empting them from taxes Is having a 
good effect upon the real estate market.

You 
will discover that more traveling men 
are running out of Louisville than ever 
before In her history. You will find that 
manv houses have increased the scope 
of their sales by entering more exten¬ 
sive territory. This reaching out for 
new territory, though. Is not always a 
goo-l Mgn. but In the ra*., I have ln 
mind It can be taken In no other light. 
• • • 

Clothing Business Growth. 

"Speaking of the clothing business, 
we find here a startling illustration of 
the stride* Louisville l» taking iu the 
commercial world. Urea* whisky and 
tobacco bouses we have had with us al¬ 
ways. but a little over a deoade ago we 
had no clothing business to speak of. 
One small factory or two ami a com¬ 
paratively few thousand dollars Invest¬ 
ed were just enough to give our de¬ 
lightful slater city tip the river an op. 
portunity to laugh at our pretension*. 
To-day we have nearly twenty firm* 
engaged In the manufacture of cloth¬ 
ing. representing a combined capital of 
nearly thr**e millions of dollars, and 
giving employment to many hundred* 
of people. And all of this is perfectly 
relevant as an argument In favor of 
good times. 

• I think that the beet indication of 
what we shall do in the future is what 
we are dohu; now. I’nhss something al¬ 
together unforeseen happens. the** 
prosperous times are likely to continue. 
The general business of the country 
ha* proved itself Indepe ndent of th-' 
vagaries of th- atock market. We have 
every ieaai*n why tv** should continue to 
grow. We have railroads with liberal 
policies and our great river has a voice 
In dictating «»tiv freight rates Labor l» 
cheap and plentiful, and strikes and 
lockouts nr practically unknown. I 
think this U hecausie there is a peculiar 
friendly rclatkmshlp between employ¬ 
er and employe which cannoi be found 
in any other city of this size or im¬ 
portance. 

"For tin s* reasons then, as far as tny 
own Individual opinion is concerned, I 
agree with thus- who .say that ahead 
of us thecr are m**xl times and pleasant 
weather. But If the reverse should come 
1 know of no city more abl- to quickly 
trim her sails to the gale." 


Louisville Trust Company, expressed 
hi* views concerning business condi¬ 
tion* and prospects as follow*: 

"An undertone of decided confidence 
prevails as to the future of general 
business. 

"The fact that we have emerged so 
quickly and completely from the tem¬ 
porary depression caused by the death 
of the President shows conclusively the 
wonderful strength and almost bound¬ 
less resources of this country. 

"The unfavorable elements which re- 
cently threat ened to disturb th* 5 Indus¬ 
trial and commercial situation have al¬ 
most entirely disappeared. 

*‘Th»- unfortunate strike having been 
settled, the Iron and steel situation. 
Judging by recent statements, seems to 
be highly prosperous. 

"The hardship. If any, due to the 
short corn crop will be greatly mini¬ 
mized by a division among consumers, 
while the farmer will receive his com¬ 
pensation in a material Increase of 
prices. 

"Business among the railroads must 
be prosperous, as the net earnings of 
about one hundred roads reporting from 
January 1 to July 31. 1901, show a very 
large Increase over the corresponding 
period of last year 

"Conditions in the commercial world 
are g«md, with excellent prospects for 
a continuance. 

"Government finances are extremely 
satisfactory, the only trouble being 
that in spite of reduced taxes the Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury finds It difficult 
to keep down the surplus and prevent 
hla credit balance from growing too 
large. 

"The monetary situation Is dally 
growing better, nnd If the period at 
hand demanding money for the present 
crop movement Is satisfactorily passed, 
the only breakers discernible will have 
disappeared."

DIVORCES WANTED BY THREE. 


Judge Miller was called upon yester¬ 
day to use some official force In com¬ 
pelling Louis Niemann, who ia about 
fifteen years of age. to return to hla 
mother. Mrs. Emma Niemann. Mrs. 
Niemann was granted a divorce from 
August B. Niemann, January 3. 1899. 
with the custody of their three chil¬ 
dren. 

Louis lived with his mother until a 
few days ago, when he left her because 
he claimed that she mistreated hltn. 
He w’ent to the home of John Zeller, 
where his father lives, and remained 
there. Mrs. Niemann secured a rule 
against her former husband and Zeller 
for the recovery of the child. 

The case came up yesterday and all 
parties were in court.

The Democrats of Crescent Hill in¬ 
vaded the home precinct of Republican 
“Boss*’ Sapp lust night and held a rally 
Just opposite his residence. Mr. Sapp’s 
primary and convention were subjected 
to some rather caustic remarks and 
some pointed questions were put to the 
voters of the hill concerning them. To 
show that the "Boss" had feathered his 
own nest In naming his ticket, Mr. Her¬ 
man Newcomb said that he knew he 
had been promised the office of oil in¬ 
spector If the Republicans were elected 
and he lost his position as Collector of 
Internal Revenue. Mr. Newcomb said 
he was prepared to prove what he said 
and defied Mr. Krieger. the Republican 
candidate for County Judge, to deny 
that he had promised Mr. Sapp the 
office. This statement created some 
surprise, as it was generally supposed 
that Mr. Sapp felt too safe in hla own 
office to think about seeking another.

All Should Vote Democratic Ticket. 


The Henry Vogt Machine Company is 
arranging to establish one of the big¬ 
gest boiler yards in the South in the 
southern part of the city, and Mr. Hen¬ 
ry Vogt is now In the East buying ma¬ 
terials for the large steel buildings, Mr. 
Adam Vogt, of the company, has Just 
purchased fifteen acres of land running 
from Seventh to Eleventh streets and 
between Ormsby and Magnolia avenues, 
for which he paid an average price of 
$2,500 an acre. It is probable that the 
boiler foundry will be located on that 
tract of land, if not on one of two 
tracts hard by which the company 
owns. 

It la the intention of the company to 
move its entire plant to that section 
of the city some time in the future, but 
for the present the boiler factory alone 
will be located there. The factory will 
occupy between seven and eight acres 
of land, and will be the largest In the 
Boutb. 

In discussing the proposed move yes¬ 
terday afternoon, Mr. Adam Vogt said 
to a reporter for the Courier-Journal: 
"Our business has grown to such pro¬ 
portions during the last few years that 
we have founu It necessary to enlarge 
our boiler plant and materially increase 
our production. I have Just purchased 
fifteen acres of land in the southern 
part of the city, and it Is probable that 
the new plant will be located on It. 
However, that has not been definitely 
determined, but I can say that It will 
be located on one of the three tracts we 
own In that section. The new plant will 
be devoted almost exclusively to our 
new boiler. ‘Water 2,* on which we 
have just obtained a patent. The plant 
will cover between seven and eight 
acres of ground and will be the most 
complete In the South. 

"It Is our intention to erect a number 
of steel buildings for the manufacture 
of these boilers and every new method 
will be employed that will tend to do 
the work quickly." 

The Vogt Company will give employ¬ 
ment to about five hundred men in the 
holler plant. Work will be started on 
the improvements as quickly as possi¬ 
ble. and it Is thought that it will be 
completed early in the spring. The en¬ 
tire cost of the new plant has not been 
figured out yet. but Mr. Vogt said yes¬ 
terday it would approximate $200.oon. 
Mr. Henry Vogt, who Is now In the 
East making arrangements for the steel 
to be used In the new structures, is ex¬ 
pected to return to Louisville this week, 
when all the plans will be definitely 
announced.__

In Introducing Mr. N. M. Uri, Demo¬ 
cratic candidate for Alderman, made a 
red-hot Democratic speech. Mr. Gil¬ 
more said that every Democrat In 
Louisville should feel grateful to Mr. 
P. Booker Reed and Mr. Sapp for the 
good they had dotle the Democratic 
party In the Fifth district. In discuss¬ 
ing the merits of the Democratic ticket 
he said it was liked and Indorsed from 
Main street to California, and the mil¬ 
lionaire thought Just as much of It ar.d 
would support it as willingly as the 
working man.

“Tacks In Stratton’s Coffin/’ 


Mr. Gilmore was followed by Mr. N. 
M. Uri, wtio came prepared to fire a 
broadside Into the ranks of the Repub¬ 
lican party. He had a mass of evidence 
with him which he effectively used in 
his argument to refute certain charges 
made by the Republican party and the 
Republican press. He began - his speech 
with reference to a statement made by 
a Republican morning paper In which 
he wits quoted as demanding the exe¬ 
cution of Messrs. Hoertz and Caruth* 
He branded the statement ns an "In¬ 
famous lie," stating that he had at¬ 
tended an indignation meeting In Lou¬ 
isville some two years ago when some 
fiery speeches were made by certain 
men. and that he did make a short 
speech but did not use the language at¬ 
tributed to him nor anything that could 
be construed to mean that. He said he 
did not want to hang anybody, but he 
would like to Taylor and Finley re¬ 
turned to Kentucky and stand trial for 
their crime. Mr. Uri said he came pre¬ 
pared to "put a few lacks in Siraiton’s 
coffin." He had Mr. Stratton’s state¬ 
ment regarding the tax rate which he 
said wes a false one and was prepared 
for the purpose of deceiving the voters. 
Then he took up the city’s finances and 
discussed them In detail showing how 
it was possible for the Republican Gen¬ 
eral Council to make the present rate.

Who Is Responsible For Failure of 
Library? 

He charged this same council with 
being responsible for Louisville’s being 
without a public library now. He 
claimed that when the matter of a 
library was first discussed it was the 
intention of all parties concerned to 
have U governed by a strictly non¬ 
partisan board, but when the ordinance 
creating It came before the Board of 
Aldermen Mr. Charles T. Ballard pur¬ 
posely changed the terms of the board, 
of directors Iri order to make them all 
Republican, thereby creating a par¬ 
tisan board. He also charged the edi¬ 
tor of th<* evening Republican organ 
with being partially responsible for the 
failure of the library schern* to go 
through. He said if that editor had the 
Interest of the city at heart as he 
claimed, he would go to work and se¬ 
cure the names of 199 men who would 
contribute $1,000 to the library fund 
anil he would give the other $1,000. He 
characterised the Republicans with 
narrow partisanship in many matters 


and concluded with a comparison of the 
two tickets.

Mr. Wallace Embry followed in a 
short speech. In which he promised, if 
elected, to do his whole duty and work 
for the best interests of the city. He 
told of some of the need9 of Crescent 
Hill and promised to work to secure 
them if he was honored by election.

Mr. Grainger’s Warm Reception. 


The last speaker of the evening was 
Mr. Charles F. Grainger. He spoke 
briefly, and devoted hla time mainly to 
a discussion of the administration of 
city affairs under Democratic and Re¬ 
publican rule. He said that Louisville 
could be made the foremost manufactur¬ 
ing city in the South. and he promised 
that If elected he would do hia part to¬ 
ward building It up In a manufacturing 
and commercial way. Mr. Grainger also 
promised, if elected, that he would de¬ 
vote hla entire time to hi? duties; would 
give the city what it needed, and would 
do all In his power to bring the city 
to the front. He discussed the niggard¬ 
ly policy of the General Council, and 
told what it had done towurd prevent¬ 
ing improvements of streets and sewers. 

Mr. Grainger was cordially received, 
and when he concluded dozens of Demo¬ 
crats shook his hand and aaMired him 
that every man on the hill who had a 
vote would put it under the rooster on 
November 5. 

All the candidates for county offices 
went to the county yesterday afternoon, 
where they met the Democratic voters 
and had some heart to heart talks with 
them. 

Arterburn and O’Bannon’s were visit¬ 
ed. and at each place about three hun¬ 
dred Democrats assembled to meet the 
candidates and talk over campaign mat¬ 
ters with them.

GOOD RESULT 


Comes From Parole Law 
In Indiana. 


ONE THOUSAND MEN RELEASED 


AND MAJORITY OF THEM ARE 
DOING WELL. 


STOCKING RIVERS WITH FISH. 


The one thousandth man to be pa¬ 
roled from the Indiana Reformatory In 
Jeffersonville walked out of the institu¬ 
tion yesterday. The law regulating the 
probationary release of convicts in Ifi- 
dlaqa has been In operation since April 
1. 1897, and the authorities regard It 
as the most perfect and beneficial en 
actment of the kind in effect In the 
United States. In substantiation of this 
Interesting statistics are presented. 

April 1, 1901, 833 men had been pa¬ 
roled. Three hundred and eighty-six 
of the 833 men had been finally dis¬ 
charged. The terms of seventy-one men 
expired. The tiumber of paroled men 
returned and since discharged, 22: re¬ 
turned and discharged. 1; returned and 
still In the Reformatory. 42; returned 
and paroled second time, 8; delinquent, 
74; died, 14; enlisted in United States 
army, 5; reporting to Indiana State 
Prison, 3; permitted to reside abroad. 
1; now reporting, 206; total of unsatis¬ 
factory cases, 139. or loVi per cent, of 
the whole. 

The statistics leading from last April 
to the first of the present month will 
be practically on the same basis as the 
foregoing. 

Superintendent Hert. In discussing 
the parole law with a Courier-Journal 
reporter, made these observations: 

"Notwithstanding 1,000 men have 
been paroled, but two men authorized 
for parole remain in the Reformatory 
unable to secure employment outside. 
It is necessary for a paroled man, be¬ 
fore he quits the institution, to have a 
place to work. 

"The parole law. when first enacted, 
was severely criticised in some quar¬ 
ters. The Impression seemed to pre¬ 
vail that men sentenced under the In¬ 
determinate sentence statute served a 
shorter term than under the old law*. 
Here are the figures: 

" ’The first 300 men sentenced under 
the new law (not including men trans¬ 
ferred to Indiana State Prison), sesved 
an average term of imprisonment of 
two years, two months and seventeen 
days. Thirty of these men are still in 
confinement. 

" ‘The last 300 men sentenced under 
the old law (not including lifetime men 
and United States prisoners) averaged 
one year, ten months and twenty-four 
days.* ’* 

Stocking Rivers With Fish. 

Hoosier Chapter, League of American 
Sportsmen, of New Albany, has received 
a small consignment of croppies to be 
planted In the streams near that c ty. 
The fish were In charge of Charles Kes- 
slck, messenger, and were taken from 
the Illinois river. They were turned over 
to P. B. Flickner. the chapter’s rrpre- 
sentatlve, and were placed in Silver 
creek, above the fourth dam. This Is 
the second consignment of fish placed 
In that stream In the last few months. 
Hoosier Chapter has forwarded to the 
Commissioner a requisition for the sup¬ 
ply of black bass and other game fish 
to be used In stocking Knob creek, a fine 
fishing stream In Franklin township, 
Floyd county, a short distance west of 
New Albany. In addition to the small 
fish asked for by Hoosier Chapter that 
are to be placed In the public streams, 
applications have been forwarded to the 
authorities at Washington by farmers 
living within a radius of a few* miles 
from New Albany, who desire to stock 
ponds on their property. Ba^s. sanfish 
and croppies will thrive admirably in 
the ponds that are fed from living 
springs, and scores of these can be con¬ 
structed in Greenville and Georgetown 
townships at no great distance from the 
city. 

Recalls Old Sensation. 

The granting of a marriage license 
by Clerk Carr, of Jeffersonville, to Miss 
Grace ftobblns and Ira Enos Pheasant, 
r.nd their marriage at Gustav Wahl’s, 
at Nabb Station, recalls a story con¬ 
cerning the bride. Several months ago 
she was invited by her sister to pay 
her a visit near Indianapolis. She left 
Scottsburg, and after several days a 
mysterious letter came to her guardian 
to the effect that she was a prisoner 
and a bride. She claimed to have been 
drugged, and while in *i helpless condi¬ 
tion w as married to a man named Har¬ 
lan. Mrs. Harlan wus brought home 
and her husband came after her. He 
threatened to do various things, but 
left Then the young woman secured a 
divorce. 

Mr. and Mrs. Pheasant have gone to 
Des Moines, la., to live. Mr. Pheasant 
owns property there.

Can the city retain the $175,000 paid in 
by the Louisville Railway Company on 
the tax compromise? 

This is the question of Interest result¬ 
ing from the decision of the Court of 
Appeals when that court yesterday 
overruled the petition for a rehearing 
of the case of the city oi Louisville 
versus the Louisville Railway Com¬ 
pany. President Mlnary, of the street 
car company, says: "Certainly we 
want our money back. It was paid 
upon the express stipulation that if the 
compromise fell through on any ac¬ 
count the money should be returned to 
the company. Of course our lawyers 
will take steps to get it." 

City Attorney Stone has an equally 
strong opinion on the other side of the 
question. "The city will Just credit the 
street railway company with so much 
paid on Its tax bill." he remarked. Con¬ 
tinuing. Col. Stone said: 

"The question was really decided last 
May when the Court of Appeals ren¬ 
dered an opinion against the street car 
company. Judge Humphrey, for the 
company, made a motion for a rehear¬ 
ing. It Is this motion that has been 
overruled. It simply brings the matter 
back to the beginning. The cases will 
now be fought out in the lower court."

The tax compromise cases date back 
to 1899, when City Attorney Stone 
brought forward tax bills against the 
company to the amount of about $243.- 
000. The company had been for several 
years paying $30,000 per year into the 
Sinking Fund as a license fee and In 
lieu of taxep. .The City Attorney de¬ 
clared that back taxes were due to the 
amount of over $200,000. He threatened 
to file suit. The railway company pro¬ 
tested, and the Back Tax Commis¬ 
sion, composed of the Mayor, the 
City Attorney, the City Assessor and 
the Tax Receiver, set to work. The 
company finally offered to compromise 
at $176,000, paid In caah. The commis¬ 
sion agreed to thte, with the exception 
of Col. Stone. 

The matter was brought up In the 
Council, and at the close of a stormy 
session in the Board of Aldermen, the 
City Attorney was ordered not to sue, 
as he threatened. 

In spite of the Council, and in spite of 
the agreement between the city and the 
street railway company, the City At¬ 
torney brought suit against the street 
railway company for the full amount of 
back taxes alleged to be due. In the 
lower court the company won, and then 
Col. Stone carried the matter to the 
Court of Appeals. Last May a decision 
was rendered reversing the lower court 
and knocking out the tax compromise 
with the railway company. The com¬ 
pany’s lawyer desired to file a motion 
for a rehearing of the case. He was al¬ 
lowed time, but his motion was at the 
last overruled. 

• • • 

New Complication. 


Now the original cases must be fought 
out in the lower court, with the added 
complication of the $175,000 paid in by 
the street railway company. The city 
will almost certainly refuse to give that 
up. and another big suit will be on the 
docket. 

Leaving out the question of com¬ 
promise. the railway company will fight 
to have the bills, alleged to be due, re¬ 
duced. There are many claims on both 
sides which make the suits very compli¬ 
cated The fight must take a Urn*. 

Another interesting point arising out 
of the decision Is. how wU’. th* other 
compromise*, into which the city entered 
with the full approbation of the City 
Attorney, be affected? Col. Stone was 
asked about this last night. 

"Well," he said, "the others stand on 
an entirely different footing. It would 
take too long to explain It all, but their 
footing is entirely different." 

Among the other companies with 
which claims were compromised was 
the Louis vine Gas Company. When 
this compromise oame up the City At¬ 
torney argued that It was perfectly prop¬ 
er to compromise with the Ges Company 
because the city itself owned a large 
part ot the stock. He thought the city 
could not lose by thnt compromise. 

The city docs not ow n street car stock, 
however, and on this account the full 
limit of the law Is sought to be enforced 
against that corpo ration .
